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2 HE avidity with which travels into 
Africa have been read by the public, pro- 
mises to secure to this work a favourable 
reception. ‘The travels hitherto published 
may be said to give merely a ae into 
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mer excursion, while our present author has 
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€xplored an extent of ten thousand miles 


through the very heart of the country. 
VAILLANT, ParKE, Bruce, Browne, and 
Sonnini added but little to our knowledge, 
and after all their efforts, the map of Africa 
remained still dishoured by a blank space 
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Through this space: a path has at last 
been opened: a German on foot, has, with 
the perseverance characteristic of his coun-. 
trymen, measured the extent of Africa. 
He has passed through the midst of it, from 
the Cape of Good Hope to the sea of Mo- 
rocco. We are by his means made ac- 
guainted with kingdoms and countries, 
whose names never before struck our ears. 
In the kingdom of Haoussa, of which 
Mr. Parke gives so meagre an account, our 
traveller resided a considerable time in high 
favour with the monarch; he wandered 
with tribes under the equator, where no 
steps of a white man had till his time been 
seen ; and he travelled over the burning de 
sart of Sahara, noted for its monsters, and 
deemed an impenetrabl ble barrier between 
the north and middle of Africa. 


The difficulties and dar 
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bounds. of .-civilised- humanity, and their 
path was, comparatively speaking, a turn- 
pike road to that of our author’s. But he 
seems to have been formed. both in mind 
and body for this enterprise. He was exaét- 
ly the man whom the Arrican Associa- 
tion would have rejoiced to select for their

beafts: but every one who is acquainted with the 
{tate of the country, muft be aware how many 
colonifts are fettled there, and how intent thefe 
colonifts are upon'the deftroying thefe wild beatts, 
will confequently perceive that M. Vaillant’s affer- 
tion is unfounded. 


On this occafion I fhall make a few obfervations 
refpecting the colonifts; and then proceed with 
the narrative of my journey. 


The colonifts of the Cape of Good Hope are not 
poilefled of much ready money: their riches con- 
fift chiefly of cattle and flaves. The pooreft of 
them has at leaft ten flaves; which, on his firft form- 
ing a fettlement, are lent him by the Eaft India 
Company, the colonift paying an annual interefi 
of ten guilders* for each. If he withes to have the 
tlaves as his own property, he muft give a bond 

of two hundred guilders for each, payable within 
ten years, ei ther’ in money or with corn, or fome 
other produdts of his farm. Mott of the colonifts 
follow the chace ; and each of them receives from 
the Company ar four pounds of gun-powder 
and one pound of lead, and likewife fhot- Money, 
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feen together, is likewife an unfounded aflertion, 
<cept-perhaps the calizes. 


The by-way on which | now entered was very 

tisning, for the thickets, and broken pieces of the 
recks,. rendered it almoft impaflable. It is the 
fame which Vaillant pretends to have pafled with 
his caravan. But I may venture to maintain that 
he never travelled through this pall ig the coun- 
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where I was obliged to climb up the rocks with 
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oreat danger. I thought I had overcome all ob- 
{tacles, when I reached the fummit of the rocky 
mountain; but I foon GHnovared my error; for 
then I difcovered that I muit defcend again, and 
that before me were precipices and iteep fhelving 
rocks.

the good fortune to obta ain a calebafh,* feveral 
pounds of ETI a dude sr-bov, brim/tone, 
and fome other ufeful articles. ‘Fhe tract of coun- 
try in the ne iahtbo ourhood of Blettenbergh-bay is 

very beautiful and fertile; and lam furprifed that 
the commodioufnets of the fituation did not long 
ago fugegeit the proje a city here; 
for within a compafs of 200 miles 
found here excellent water, abundatice of’ fire- 
wood and of timber fit for building, larger and 
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otherwife if fhips were permitted to lay in a sls fli- 
cient fupply here, the Company would lofe the an- 
chorage-dues, which are now paid at the Pik

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tots do not appear to have any laws againtt fornication; for 
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among them mart ried men, under certain reftriétions, are a allow- 
ed to cohabit with unmarried women, and unmarried men have 


Fil oreater liberties. M. Vaillant, then, is miftaken when he 
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extols he young Hottentot girls as particularly chafte and 


virtuous. Adultery on the part of the wife is feverely punifhed 
by the whole horde: but a hufband 1s permitted to have fex- 
ual intercourfe with an TEN gil, isc ng the time that 


his vs +s in child-bed. At-this place 1 likewife had an op- 
portunity of confirming by the evidence of fight a fact in natu- 
ral hiftory, which I had before met with in feveral books of 
travels, and had often heard related at the Cape, viz. the fingu- 
lar conformation of the external parts of generation of fome of 
Hottentot women. Ifirft obferved this variation in 2 
young naked girl; and I fpoke to her concerning it. She told 
me that thefe parts in grown-up women were alfo, formed in 
the fame manner, and promifed, for a reward, to fetchcone of 
them to’ me. I gave hera florin; fhe quickly ran, and actu- 
ally brought with her a married woman, but this woman wore 
an apron. Another florin, however, obtained forme permif- 
fion to make the neceffary examinations, and I, obferved both 
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without enjoying one moments fleep, as. the 


wolves gat] 1ered around us, endeavouring to fall

upon our fheep. We na not venture to kindle 
a fire, left we fhould be burnt in the high half- 


ange grafs; my fellow travellers, the Hottentots, 
refore, appited themfelves to making mats’ of 
ee * by the light of the moon. 


In the morning we reached the fummit of the 
Milk-mountain, where we found good grafs, fat 
down to breakfaft, and turned the fheep to graze. 
had fcarcely began to eat, when on looking round 

I pe erceived ten men ha aftening up to us with the 
utmoit fpeed: I afked my fellow travellers, who 
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he pretends to have croffed other rivers in the neighbourhood,

They drefs the, fkins in this 
way : ahaa: take off the hair. with fharp-edged bones, efpecially 
with the skulls of {heep and bullocks, greafe them well, and 
expofe them to the fun to dry. 
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fcarcely occupied our poft, when we heard dread- 


ful howls, and difcovered feveral Bofchmen, halt 
burnt by the firé; to terrify them full more, and 
to give the Hottentots the fignal agreed on,I fired 
upon the fugitives, who were now attacked and 
flain by the Hottentots. ‘Thus was this band of 
robbers:entirely deftroyed, and my friends not only 
recovered their own fheep, but took many others 
belonging to the enemy, which were found on the 
other fide of the mountain. The number of Bofch- 
men killed could not be afcertained, but the moun- 


tain continued to burn the whole of the folowing 
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On our return to the + illage we were received 

with fhouts of acclamations, and the joy of the in- 
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habitants increafed when they faw the return of 
their theep, and learned that their enemies were 
either flain or difperfed. Iwas fatigued and re- 
tired to reft in the hut of the chieftain, but the Hot-

Tambukinians, who, for the fake of a trifling 
booty, would not {cruple to rob and murder even 
the natives of the country. It may not be impro- 
per to remark here, that in the fequel I experi- 
enced quite the contrary, and found other tribes 
more rapacious than the I ambukinians. Iwas 
very careful not to produce any of my money 
here, left I fhould excite their cupidity, and thus 
expofe myfelf to the danger of being robbed. My 
heart became even more and more opprefled with 
anxiety, when I reflected that I was now wander- 
ing about among favage tribes, in continual danger 
of being murdered, and that greater danger and 
hardfhips yet awaited me than thofe to which I had 
hitherto been expofed. 1 was ignorant of the 
roads, underftood but very few words of the lan- 
euage, and was unacquainted with the qualities of 
hardly any of the roots and herbs growing in the 
country. My cloaths were already in rags, and. 
others could not be obtained. My fmall ftock of 
gun-powder could not laf much longer; and 
when it was expended how fhould Ibe able to de- 
fend myfelf from the attacks of hoftile men and 
ferocious animals! After. pondering for fome time 
on thefe impending evils, 1 could fcarcely relifh 
any food, and my body, became weak and. emaci- 
ated.

ated. Convinced however that, unlefs I chofe to 
remain among the Caffres, 1 muit purfue my jour- 
ney; I fubmitted with refignation to the will of 
Providence, and the agitation of my mind fub-

Before I departed on the following morning, the 
old man told me that, about lago oiup (A. e. accord- 
ing to their mode of reckoning, fixteen full-moons) 
before, he had feenin the Koro Khara (Salt-moun- 
_ tains) fome perfons who refembied me in colour, 
and wore fimilar cloaths and hats. I enquired in 
what direction thefe mountains lay, and he pointed 
towards the eaft, where I faw a {mall chain ot 
mountains before me. ‘The old man was likewife 
of opinion, that the fea, whence the white ftran- 
gers had come, was only about five days journey 
diftant ‘from thefe mountains. Gn hearing this 
intelligence, my defpondency immediately gave 
way to joy; for] confidently hoped to meet wath 
fome Europeans, in company with whom I might 
continue my journey. It may be neceilary here 
to inform my readers, that whenever I {peak cf 
having converfed with the Caffres, it is to be un- 
deritood in a limited fenfe: we only endeavoured 
mutually to communicate our ideas fometimes by 
jingle words, but {till more generally by figns and 
seftures.. To reach that part of the country te 
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which the old Caffre had pointed, I was under 
the neceflity of going, back half a day’s journey, 
for the purpofe of crofling the Fifh-river : and [ 
halted again at the fame place where L had Alene 
two nights ee In the morning purfued: my 
ame innumerable obftacles and 
difficulties to overcome— xpated to the fcorch- 


ing rays of the fun, I was obliged to climb from 
rock to rock, in continual danger of tumbling 
down headlong, and miferably peri hing in the 
abyfs below. If I came toa place ¥ where the trees 
might afford me fome fhelter, I was under the ne- 
ceflity of forcing my way through the high reed. 
orafs ; and | was continually diannainied in my 
Carah for frefh water. Among the #eed-grafs 
indeed I fometimes met with {mall pools, but tl 
water emitted a horrid ftench and {warmed ak 
infeas. [therefore once {hot a. gems-buck, and 
frefhed myfelf with his blood. Idikewife took

My landlord fet up a 
loud laugh on hearing the purpofe of my jour- 
ney, and bid the interpreter to inform me, that | 
could not traverfe the pofleflions of the other na- 
tions, without expofing my life to the moft immi- 
nent danger; and that, therefore, it would be 
moft prudent to remain where I was fure to find

an infurrection had had taken place on 
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every one of aie articles, and I regretted moft 
incerely, that I had not met with their former 
owners. In a afcertain the point, whether 
shbouring diftricts were actually as barba- 
rous as ene beni been defcribed, I pitas to 
fray here a few days longer, in order to collect au- 
thentic information on that head, Being treated

with much kindnefs and refpect, and frequently 
invited to ftay as long as I pleafed, I continued 
here four weeks, before I fet out on my further 
journey. I had many opportunities of obferving 
the manners and cuftoms of this horde, but fhall 
confine myfelf to fuch particulars as have not bee 
correctly 


which ail the officers had loft their lives; that thereupon the 
infurgents had run the fhip on fhore, fupplied themlelves with 
money and other valuable articles, and. proceeded into the in- 
terior of the country ; that for two months together the whole 
troop had wandered from place to place, and had afterwards 
been attended by a great number of Africans, who had robbed 


and killed many of them, fo that of the whole four men only

Vaillant frequently attributes to the tribes which 
he aaa to have vifited, th ne which they are 

entirely ignorant of, and on the other hand takes 
to himfelf the merit of having inftruéted them in 
matters, with which they have been acquainted for 
ages. Thus he ftates with a deal of complacency the 
wonderful impreflions which a pair of bellows of 
his conftruction made upon the Saeee but the 
truth is, that they actually made ufe of that 
“<< more eflential inftrument in ae > at the 
time, when the governor Van Stiel formed the 
fettlement; which from him anda neighbouring 
wood took the-appellation of Stielen’s bofch*. As 
early as that period they knew how to make ham-

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mers, tongs, chains, and the like articles; travelled. 


by caravans to the Cape,and exchanged their ma- 


ge 
nufactures for unwrought iron, kettles, brandy, 
and bugles. In proportion as the Dutch planters 
encreafed in number, and extended the 
tions, the Caffres were neceflitated to remove toa 
sreater diftance from the Fifh-river, which formed 
the boundary o of their country; and being perfe- 
cuted by the planters.as well as the Hottentots, 
they a es not only trade and commerce, 
but alfo moft of their manufactories. Mr. Dulback 
of Batavia being fyonee Barter appointed Governor of 
the Cape, he concluded with the Caflres an armi- 
{tice for twenty years, on condition that they 
fhould fend .every year twelve fe men to the 
Cape, who were not to be treated as flaves, but as 
fervants of the Company, a fun: eae aN of the 
year to be relieved by twelve id rs. The young 
men acquired at the ‘ee not only a. know- 
ledge of the Dutch idiom, but they alfo learned to 
make a variety of ufeful inftruments and tools, 
ft will hardly be fuppofed, that they fhould not 
have feen bellows at the Cape,.or would nof in- 
troduce them in their native country! The ufual 
mode of forging iron - alfo been long known in 
Caftrar lade 


In the year 1739, a Portugueze fhip being 
wrecl 
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wrecked on the coait, forty-three of the crew whé 
were faved, refided among the Caffres until 1743, 
gave them the iron nb feveral articles, which 
were on board the thip, and inftructed them in 
the art of forging Spanith fpears, feveral of which 
are ftill preferved at the Cape. Yet thefe {pears 
from their inconvenience, were foon converted 
by the Caffres into javelins.- Moft of the hordes 
which I have vifited, poflefled forges provided 
with every neceflary implement, fuch as a ftone 
anvil, hammers broad on one fide, and on the 
other formed like a chifel, tongs and other imi- 
lar inftruments. In lieu of files, certain ftone 
1 anfwer neariy the fame purpote. 
The huts of the Caffres refemble thofe of the Hot-

During my 
refidence in as kraal, [ learnt, the place where the 
fhipwrecked Frenchmen met with their fate, and 
was fae that their fhip was lying at,the dil- 
tance ef twa days igh rney from this village. I re- 
folved:to vifit the fhip, mentioned this idea in the 
courfe-of con ber ion- with the Caffre who ;con- 
verfed with me molt. frequently, and requeited

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Still I did not defift from my defign, and endea- 
woured to render it more palatable to the Caflre, 
by telling him, that we could at at leaft break off 
the iron, which he might keep himfelf. He was 
much pleafed with this offer, but endeavoured to 
prevail upon feveral of his friends to join us in the 
enterprize. He communicated his defign to the 
mampa and other Caflres, who approved of it 
unanimoutly, and at laft twenty-feven men declared 
themfelves ready to attend us on our journey: 
they were armed with javelins, and I took with 
me my carabine, and fome hammers and tongs, 
and other implements. On the 27th of April we 
put ourfelves in motion, and proceeded over the 
chain of mountains towards the fpot where it 
was faid the fhip lay. Taking but little reft, we 
reached in the evening the mountain towards the 
{ea-fide, kindled a fire and lay around it. In the 
right my companions difcovered, at fome diftance, 
@ fire at the foot of the mountain; from the tone 
in which they converfed on this difcovery, 1 per- 
ceived that they were afraid of being attacked by 
robbers. I endeavoured to fupport their fpirits, 
and ftarted the idea that we might ea and 
people belonging to the ite, We fet out at avery 
early hour, and took our route towards the fie: 
ata confiderable diftance Ss it iy companions 
grew mere livel S¥s for they faw ne ee put 
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about twenty. times with fea-water and athes, and 
did- not eat a-morfel-the whole day ; whether from 
religious motives, or from a love of cleanlinefs, f 
could not learn. In the evening. a large fire was 
again kindled; we lay down and fell afleep.. Early 
in the morning every, one took. up. his: load, and 
we fet out on our march, confidering whether we 
fhould:proceed toward the horde, who had invited 
as to pafs the night with them, or ftrike into our 
former road; the majority inclining to the former 
opinion, we took that route, reached the horde in 
good time, and met with a-very kind reception. 
We found there large ftores of the remains of the 
fhip’s cargo. and: furniture, clothes, fhoes, whole 
pieces of filks and cottons, feveral new fire-locks 
and fwords, two large coppers, faucepans, pots, 
bottles, and: a confiderable fum of money, . They 
prefented us with fome of thele articles, efpecially 
with one of the large. coppers, which, however, 
the four men, who carried it in the profecution of 
our way, were almoft: neceffitated’ to. abandon, 
as it proved extremely troublefome.to them, on 
climbing up the mountains... We learned that the 
crew. of the fhip, after having: remained here fome 
time, fet out forthe kingdom of Monomotapa, te 
folicit the protection. of the Portugueze govern. 
ment of that country. Among the prefents which, 
i » fell 
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teil to my thare, I was happy to find’a-compafs. 
(in our drawing nigh our kraal the next day, we 
were met by women and children, who,’on. the 
view of our booty, received us with as lively fhouts 
of joy as though we had returned from the ‘con- 
queft of a kingdom; in the kraal we experienced 
the fame reception. The fuccefsful iffue of this 
enterprife raifed my character very high in the efti- 
mation of the horde; the women and children vied 
with each other in fupplying me with good milk, 
and my friends readily fhared with me whatever 
they had in their pofleffion ; they even appointed 
me their deputy, or under-mampa, as an induce- 
ment to me to fettle in their kraal, with the ad- 
ditional offer of building, and furnifhing a hut for 
my habitation. IJ declined their offer in a manner 
which feemed to fatisfy them, promifing to return, 
after having traverfed the neighbouring country, 
to marry one of their girls, and to fpend with them 
the rematmder of my life.* I found ‘alfo’ other 
means of conciliating their friendfhip:’ A young 

fat buffalo; for inftanee, being killed’ inthe hut 

where Tl refided, I carefully collected the: blood, 
which they ufed to throw away, ‘cleaned the guts, 

which they ufually put winder ground,* ‘minced

in the copper which we had brou ght with us. 


They very much relifhed this novel kind ot

food, thanked me heartily for my having: ac- 


uainted them with the mode of preparation, and 
q t i ? 


refolved to adopt it. 
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ing throv ugh pleafant yales. The next day I reached 
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a delightful plain, covered with fine reed-grafs, and 
interfperfed with fhrubs and trees, many of which 
bore the yellow plums I have already mentioned. 
At laft I-came to another kraal, where T pafled the 
night: they gave me mill and a piece of meat, but 
fecured my carabine.* On my fetting out the next 
morning, I was accompanied by a great many chil- 
dren as far as a flat mountain, which ley in my 
road. This was rather a meafure of precaution 
than a matter of curiofity, their fields lying that 
way; for on our pafling by a piece of land, fown 
with Indian corn, a ftalk of which I was going to 
pluck up, they cried out—gonorum daro pufy 
ramd krugulfay Settee you will be 
fhot by my father). On the mountain, called by 
the Caffres Pfadoh, (Salt-hill), T found much falt- 
petre. - The foot of the mountain was wafhed by 
4 {mall river, which branched into two arms. ‘The 
lat mentioned horde’ moft probably obtain their 
water at-this place, which has a brackith  tatte. 
Whether this water is originally impregnated with 
falt; or attracts ‘faline parts from the rocks over 
which it flows, T am “not able to determine. 1 
came next to a thick wood, which-T intended to

be handled .by untkilful or imprudent perfons, and miichiet

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‘pals, but was notable toeflea& my purpofe, though 


in attempting it [was detained half_a;day,. Near 
this wood I faw a troop of about forty, elephants. 
I was much. alarmed, being obliged to; traverfe 
a place which they occupied, but efcaped unhurt, 
and pafled the night clofe by the wood.. I kindled 
a large fire, but was neverthelefs, much, harafled 
by wolves and lions, who approached very near 
me, but had not the courage to attack me. . This 
wood was by my calculation from twenty-one to 
twenty-eight miles in length, and confilted of 
pukalas! and monapacka-trees. The fruit of the 
kakolay-tree. refembles our wild chefnuts, but the 
pulp. is of a. reddifh colour, and ofa four tafte. 
Vhe fruit of the Tanne is a fpecies of 
apple, the kernels of which are of the fize ofa large 
vetch and {fweet. I was now compelled to ftay.a 
coniiderable time by the fire, as it was.very late be= 
ore the wild beafts withdrew into: the forelt, and 
i did not think it. prudent to pats through them. 
About. noon a.tremendous ftorm. arofe, which I 
confidered as\a joyful event,in as much.as it. cooled 
the air..,.],.was not able.to, travel more than. fix 
miles, the road frequently. being obftru¢ted by 
iiagnant waters, which 1 was obliged to wade 
through or to go round. Thefe were alfo infefted 
by wild animals which falhied-forth from the woods 
to quench their thirft. ' ‘The following night I was 
compelled 
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tools it’ away from ali to exaiine its ‘contents. 
in i they found powder, balls, 2 knife, a pair of 
ferfars) and two flirts: che knife and ferflars they 
ept, but the other articles were reftored to me. 
{ had luckily fewed my money into my waittcoat, 
and thus preferved it. “I-flept foundly, but was 
awaked very a ey mn the morning, and ordered to 
follow then. They travelled in a north-eait ‘di- 
reGion, and with fo much fpeed, that I was con- 
ftantly at fome diftance behind them; one of 
them therefore threatened me with his club, and 
towards evening another even ftruck me feveral 
times acrofs the thoulders, and threatened to re 
peat this chafiifement 1 it I did not make more hatte. 
i felt much pain from the blows; and the blood 
likewife began to runout of ‘my thoes *; for we 
were obliged to climb over rocks, ‘and to force 2 
paflage through bufhes and hich reed-grafs. It 
was ‘almoft dark before we ‘arrived at the kraal ; 
where ce be she me toa hut and gavé me fie 
milk; and cakes made of Indian corn. I did not 
yet know, whether I was ‘among Caffres or rob- 
bers: but fufpected the latter; as 1 had ‘never be- 


igre been treated with fuch tigour by other hordes 
of Cafttes. I now =recolleted that at feveral of 
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My fhocs confifted only. of a.piece of raw hide,cut, irom a 
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the kraals which I had vilited, they had cautioned 
me to. beware of falling into the hands of the Mu- 
hotians.;,and, believing that | was-now a priioner 
to. thefe favages, I gave myfelf up for loft... Hence 
though | teas it ued, J. was, unable to: fleep, all 
night ; often ages at the flighteft noite in the 
hut, and expeQing every, moment.to be, murdered.

were well received. | Every four days:a party of 
twelve men fet out from the kraal,to range through 
the country to the diftance of from ux to nine 
Englifh miles, in order to lie in wait for the rob- 
bers, in cafe they fhould attempt to iteal, any of 
their cattle. If they meet with no robbers, they 
co in purfuit of the wild beats, that they may not 
return home without fome prey. About a forts 
night after my arrival, the mampa, who had be- 
fore returned me my carabine, fent me out with 
one of thefe fcouring-parties; and I had the good 
fortune to render fome fervice to my hofpitable 
fciendsi ‘We dire€ted our courfe towards the 
fouth-eaft, where moft of the cattle were feeding, 
and had. pafled through a wood which was a mile 
in length, when we faw, as we emerged out of it, 

fever sl men advancing towards us. My companions 

immediately knew them to be Tambouki robbers, 
who would probably attack us. They accordingly 
exhorted me to fight with the fame determined 
bravery as they fhould, that fo we might: not be 
overcome by thefe favages. My carabine was ale 
ready loaded; but, in my hurry, f put into it 
eight flugs more, and fired among our enemies, 

as foon as they approached within gun-fhot. They 
halted ; and I immediately leaded and dired’ at 
them again; whereupon they fed with precipita- 
tion,

To point out the time when: a feftival 1s to be

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privileges are fecured to ‘them by the cuttom of 
the country.” When a woman’ is delivered of a 
child, her hufband is not allowed to enter the hut 
where the'lies-in till the end of three. days’: if 
fhe be delivered of a fon, the hufband muft give 
ertainment ; but if fhe brings forth a dau gh- 
ter, fhe muft: fui nith the feaft herfelf. To -fuch 
feafts, however, the neareft relatives only are in- 
vited.

sui women to be delivered in, which no man ‘is 
wed to approach. In fome hordes each family 
paps fuch a lying-in hut. Under certain reftric- 
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tions they shave the liberty to fue for a divorce;

more in their power than their Fal The wife 


is obliged. to cehabit with the hufband as long as 


‘the pleafes; if however fhe eek 4 in fits 
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upon being parted from him, her requeft is com- 
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plied with, but fhe is forced to. leave the kraal. 
The: law prohibits the hufband from. ftriking 
his wife; in this point then the Caflrefs hath 
greatly the advantage of the more polifhed Eu- 
ropean dame, whom fhe views. with difdain- 
ful contempt. <A Caffre who beats his wife 
would be defpifed by every one, and confidered 
amunworthy member of the kraal. .

plums, yet I did not venture to vifit them, but lay 
down on the bank of the river, where I felled a 
tree to ferve me as a raft for crofling the river. 
The next morning | effected my patiage, and began 
to fith ; but could not catch any thing except fome 
mufcles which I broiled on coals and made a good 
meal. Before me lay a plain, chequered with fand 
and reed-grafs; I took my road acrofs it, as I wifhed 
to avoid ‘the huts, which I perceived on the chain 
of mountains to the eaftward. Ina kind of mea- 
dow I found on a little fand-hill an oftrich nett 
with feven eggs, which gave mea deal of pleafure. 
Although I had travelled but fix miles, I determined 
to ftop here for the nicht, efpecially with a view to 
drefs fome of the eggs. While | was gathering 


Grewood | found a number of good apples, and 
collected alfo other provilions fufficient for two 
days. Inthe night I was vifited by wolves, tygers, 
and elephants, at whote fight I was not alarmed 
iF half fo much, as at the fight of fome wild dogs, 
| who chaced fome buffaloes at a few paces diftance 
from 
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from me. In order not to attract their attention, 
I moved as clofe to the fire as I could poffibly bear, 

and furred it conftantly, that the fparks ‘might

but was-oblived to k eep awake the whole night. 
Yowards morning, having flept a few hours, I

At noon I reached a plain, 
bounded on both fides by villages, which 1 endea- 
voured to avoid; In the evening I afcended a 
mountain, in the kingdom of Biri, on which I 
pafied the night. The next day at noon Larrived 
at Buhagari, the border-town, which contains 
about feven hundred huts, and is fituated on an 
arm. of the river Makumbos . The inhabitants of 
this kingdom are not altogether fo ferocious as 
they are defcribed to be by their neighbours: 
they receive and treat dtrangers with generofity 
and kindnefs.. The king enjoys but few preroga-

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tives above the chieftains of the villages and 
towns. ‘The latter are generally governed by two 
of them, called aiankonga. (judges); they are, how- 
ever, at the fame time priefts, inftructors of the 
children, fortune-tellers, and prophets ;. they alone 
potlefs the privilege of wearing mantles, made of 
tyger and zebra-fkins. A mantle of this defcrip- 
tion is called algstara bumkara (the prophet’s drefs), 
and procures to the wearer various marks of re- 
fpect, e.g. all who meet him are obliged to lay 
the right hand on their head, the left on their 
breaft, and remain in this poiture until he is gone 
by. If any difputes of confequence take place, 
the chiefs are bound to inform the king of their 
nature, and make a full report of the judgement 
they have paffed. In time of war, the chiefs lead 
the combatants to battle, while the King remains 
t Buhagari, his’ ufual ob of refidence, and if 
this city fhould be at any time expefed to. an at- 
tack, he withdraws to’ Azahhuia} another town, 
fituated’ on the confines’ of Kaminaukais, w 


is under his protection. 


The population of this kingdom ‘amounts to 
about fixteen thoufand fouls; the country is for 
the moit part fruitful. and well cultivated, yet the 
breeding of cattle forms the principal branch: of 
induftry. The inhabitants derive confiderable ad- 


vantages 
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vantages from a mine of rock-falt, which they ex« 
change’ for young cattle. The men are fond of 
hunting, yet do not 1 neglect the cultivation of the 
foil. They are tall and ftrong, and wear aprons 
made of palm-leaves. The women are fhort and 
lufty, wear aprons fimilar to thofe worn by the 
men, and cover their breatts with palm-leaves, 
which they faften with ftrings tied behind: they 
are upon the whole extremely bafhful and modett. 
The colour’ of this nation is rather yellow than 
brown. The bufinefs of education is conducted 
with much feverity and rigour; the father inftructs 
fix years old, at which time they are placed under 
‘nfruction of the Monihaja. Of their religious 
srinciples, and cuftoms, 1 could learn but very 
little; I obferved, however, that every morning 
and evening they performed acts of devotion in 
he open air, and practifed cir¢ cumcifion though

There are many wild ‘beafts here: tygers and 
lions pafled me, without fhewing any difpofition 
to attack me; this lafcribed to their having plenty 
of food, as the whole tract of country abounds with 
eazeiles. ‘The above-mentioned ridge of moun- 
tains is of great length, extending from the north- 
eaft to the weft, through the kingdoms of Ma- 
tamba and Biri. I was obliged to pafs the night 
on them, but met with no intetruption from any 
wild animal. 


About eight o’clock on the following morning, 
{ had pafled beyond thofe mountains, and found 
mytfelf again onthe banks’of the above-mentioned 
river; where I faw fome villages to my right, and 
likewife before me. Being extremely thirfty, and

yond the border. Here likewife every one was 
curious to fee me; my drefs efpecially excited 
much attention. Some feemed to take me for a 
white flave, and fhewed an inclination to employ 
me as fuch. But-when they found that I did not 
underftand their language, nor they mine, they 


took me for an Oriental; as I had intimated to - 


them by figns. They, therefore, behaved very 
friendly to me, as they..themfelves derive their 
origin from the Orientals. This nation is very 
poor, as they neither breed cattle, nor cultivate 
the foil, but fubfift entirely by hunting, and re- 
ceive corn from the Ririans, in exchange for the 
fkins of the animals which they kill. They here 
ebtain, by preflure from a kind of plums, a lh. 
quor which taftes exceedingly well, when mixed 
with water. The number of inhabitants in the 
whole flate does not now exceed feven thoufand 
five hundred. ‘This nation is faid to have been 
formerly very powerful, but by inceflant wars they 
fo weakened. themfelves, that they were driven 
from theiz ancient territory, fituated, as they 
themfelves fay, in a moft fertile tract of country 
under theline..

The foldiers are 
brave, and particularly expert in the ufe of the 
bow: l was told, that the King could raife an army 
of thirty thoufand men. In the whole kingdom 
there are only three large towns, of which Seen- 
hofa,:the» refidence of. the King, and.diftant, two 
days journey from that part of the borders where 
{ entered the country, contains the-createft num- 
ber of inhabitants. The King appoints in every 
town and village a chief; who is called the Moh- 
woia, and whoat the fame time executes the office 
of prieft: but the Mohwoia cannot decide by his 
own authority, but muft make a report to the 
King on all matters of importance... With refpect 
to their religious rites, this nation has fome things 
in common with the Mahometans, as, for inftance, 
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Caffres, without any religious ceremonies... The

In point of language and dreds, this nation per- 
fedtly agrees sath the inhabitants of the coaft of 
Congo. Boys aye circun cifed the day after their 
birth, and held in higher ‘ sauna ses girls. 1 
have feen mothers furrounded by cae nay, 
eighteen male children, and refpected by them. 
Upon the whole, I am much pleafed with the 
mode of education which prevails in this pro- 
vince. A child, as foon as it can talk, enjoys the 
inftruGtion of its grandfather, or, if he fhould be 
dead, of its father, who acquaints it with fuch 
plants and fruit as are fit for food, and points 
out thofe which are noxious and pernicious to 
health. It is alfo taught to weave mats of reed- 
erafs ; and, \asit grows oe to affit in a variety 
of houfehold-work ; the: boys, in particular, are 
made to apply shamigle res to hunting, and thereby 
acquire 
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ant 


acquire agility and courage. He who kills an ele- 
phant is no longer clafled among boys but men. 


Though all ftrangers, not engaged in any branch 
of traflick with the nation, are ater ER as flaves, 
yet they are treated with great Lei atiin: and not 
fold ; for they deteft the flave-trade, and make it 
their bufinefs by main force to wreft from other 

nations fuch flaves as are deftined for fale. Prifoners 
of war experience alfo a kind treatment, and if 


they wifh it, are incorporated with the nation.

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prefent at feveral incurfions, made for the meré 
purpofe of defending or protecting the frontiers, 
but this time I was called upon to affift in fur- 
prifing the enemy. 


We put ourfelves in motion on the 17th in 
the evening, forty-feven in number, half of 
whom were armed with javelins and hunting- 
{pears, and the reft with battle-axes. We march- 
ed the whole night over mountains and through 
forefts, taking our route towards the north- 
eait, and halted the next morning a few hours on 
a mountain, from whence we proceeded to a vil- 
lage 4 hiethe lay on the declivity. thereof, and 
was called Wakulaho, and belonged to our nation. 

eing joined here by twenty men we purfued our 
march, crofled in the evening a {mall river; march- 
ed again the whole night, an id‘ faw at break of day 
a village lying before us. We: refolved:to fearch 
this villave, and to colle& information relative to 
the’ time when the troop of flaves was expected. 
‘Two ‘other combatants who. had: fore feet, and 
myfelt, were ordered to ‘remain in» our relting 
lace untilthe reft fhould return from the village.

Much pleafed with this order of our commander, 


whofe name was aay ymoh, we Jay down behind a 


rock and awaited the return of our tr Oop, W rhich

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‘was expected in the evening; but nobody came. 
Having, waited. the whole. night in turn, we pro- 
ceeded the next morning to the village, without 
either finding our sabe or obtaining the leait in- 
telligence whither they had directed their march. 
Having proceeded a little way farther on we found 
two roads, both marked with frefh er ae 
Uncertain which road. we ought to purfue, agreed 
at lait to feparate into two parties, one of us turne 
to the north-eaft, while | and another of my com- 
panions took the route towards the eaft.

ae he anaiee at afl however, we haha the vil- 
lage pitsnict which the party muft pafs, and 
found there that which had a few hours before 

taken another road. We requefted an old man to 
give us a night’s lodging: he Peiebyetix: erarited 
our Apuiieet A little after midnight we heard a 
ereat noife in the village, and siilaaien that our 
friends were coming ete we haftened out of the 
hut to fhew ourfelves to them, but we were 
erievoufly miflaken ; for it was the enemy, who, 
having received intelligence of the intended attack 
upon them, had taken a different route,and arrived 


here without any oppofition. They carried off 


with them, befides us, fome young women belong-

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ing tosthe v pert ; ik: continued their march. all 
the folowing day through woods and.over mouh- 
tains. . In the evening we arrived ata wilage called 
Brhtyho, which lies in the territory of the Sowians. 
Lhe captives were all condu&ed to, the Mani, 
(Judge), who ordered» us fome four. milk and 
medabahat, (a kind of pear) for fupper.. The place

where we lodged all night was very inconvenient, 
as about fixty perfons were obliged to Jie in. one 
hut; and confequently none of us were able to 


f 


ileep. 

In the morning they.faftened us together by 
threes, and marched us farther. The road was 
sige y bad, and moft of us were incapable of 
proceeding farther, asthe wounds in: their feet 
cauted them, great pain. Although in the evening 
we daw yulages on both, fides of the road, yet we 
were obliged to pais the night in the open aire as 
they were afraid of being attacked. The villages 
of this tract-o£% country generally confift of from 
iixteen to twenty wretched low fquare huts, which 
re covered with reed-grafs. 


After midnight we again decamped and.marched 
till aboeut/noon over a large fandy plain... At laft 
we reached; a {mall .town;) where we\.were \con- 


ducted 
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ducted to a hut adjoining the Mani’s: here they 
took off the thongs with which they had tied us to- 
gether, and gave us fome peafe-meal and milk. 
Many of the captives had their feet fo fwelled as to 
be unable to walk. The foles of my feet were 
likewife covered with blifters, and the fect and legs 
wounded in feveral places by thiftles.. Every one 
now endeavoured to cure himfelf as well as he 
could. Among the natives I obferved many wh 
feemed to feel compafiion for our fufferings. 


This nation agrees in manners, customs, religion, 
drefs, and mode of life with the Angolans : in their 
language only is there fome difference, but not of 
any importance. Indeed the Angolans, Ofilans, 
and Sovalans fpeak the fame language, but in the 
Ofilan dialect’: /, u, 4, ¢, and w, are never, or ' at 
Jeaft very rarely pronounced. The following may 
ferve as an example.

The king ufually gives audience in the open air, 
furrounded by his shag ef ee the officers aid 
behind him’ with drawn fwords.

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icholars in the open air; and I obferved that the 
children were much more attentive here, than 
they generally are in the European fchools. The 
boys all belong to the king, who caufes them, 
when arrived at the proper age to be trained to 
the ufe, of arms; and in return grants a certain 
rernuneration to their fathers, as, for example, 
every one who furnifhes a full-grown fon to the 
king, is maintained one year free of all expences. 
‘Yo enable the king to defray this heavy charge, 
a third part of the produce of the chace, of all cul- 

fields, and of all fpoul, which is obtained 
any other means, belongs to him. 


As to their drefs—fome wear only aprons made 
ot palm-leaves ; others add to this, an afh-grey 
cloak of coarfe cloth or linnen, which they pur- 
chafe from the Portuguefe; and others wear 
on their back the fkins of animals: Their hair 
is fhort and curly: and they ornament it with 
muicle- fie or with beads, and other trinkets, 
which they obtain from the Portugueze. Their 
cheeks they paint blue or red. They never cut 
their nails; and therefore fome of them, who with 
to fhine as pecularly fafhionable, carefully pre- 
ferve the nails of their fingers from all accidents 
that might break them; and the nails of fuch

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may almoft, be miffaken -for. the» claws.-of! an 
eae. 

Yowards natives,.of Africa they are very hof- 
pitable, but will not give a night’s' lodging to a 
Chriftian.. Indeed it is with great alia that 
they permit Chriftians to come into the country, 
and therefore they convey to the Portugueze, on 
the back of buffaloes, fuch commodities as they 
with to barter for Eur ropean goods, and. bring 
back what they receive in e3 xchange. From the 
Portugueze factories. at Soanda and Gambamda, 
deputies are fent twice every year to Manpango, 
the refidence of the King, to endeavour; to pacify 
him in fome meafure; as he is greatly, incenfed 
againit them, for kidnapping {fo pec of ,his fub-

plain of Muhag, a large village, depress about 
fix hutidred perfons; though I faw very few men, 
the reft being, as bwas eke employed in the 
filver’ mines, about a league anda half, farther to 
the'eaft. I requefted Toy guide to conduct me 
thither, but they were unwilling to tranfgrefs the

andthe heat prevented me from fleeping; and 
on the return of my guides in the morning, 1 
arofe almoft fainting from fatigue. {1 complained 
of my night’s lodging, and my gutdes loaded the 
Evanga with reproaches, threatening to acquaint 
the King with his ill conduct. He was affected; 
for he brought us inftantly milk, meal, and dried 
fifth, infifted not only on our eating, but on our 
taking away the remainder; intreated alfo my 
guides to pafs the night with him on their return, 
and to accept of his hofpitality. 


Our path was to the north-eaft over a mountain, 
which veering from the eaftto the north forms a 
triangle : here we faw many wild fruit trees, and 
towards mid-day fell in with fome Azahorans, who 
inhabit this mountain, living on fruits and roots, 
but chielly-by robbery. I expected ill-treatment 
from them ;- but as we fhared our provifions with 
them) they were very friendly, and infifted on our 
fitting down and refting with them. We com- 
plied;“and-afterwards travelled fome leagues far- 
ther. My ‘guides now informed me, that the! Aza-

About evening, after pafling feveral troops of 
Azahorans, we reached, on our defcent fromthe 
mountain, the little village Kamoh, in an agreeable 
and fruitful fituation on the Molo, a ftream about 
four feet wide, which runs round the’ mountain 

towards the north-eaft. Herel faw fome tolerable 
pattures of cattle and well cultivated fiélds.. The 
judge gave us a good night’s lodging, and ‘provi- 
hong 3 as good as he: could procure. On’the next 
morning my efcort returned back; ‘but thejudge, 
having heaid that I was. a ‘friend of the King’s; 
eave mea meflenger to'‘conduct me td Mahiny.

judge gave us his word for a night’s lodging, 
threw me outa. mat, and promifed te.fetch us both 
nilk and‘meal.. This however I did not-expect, 
but threw myfelf on my mat, and fell. atleep. 
When laweke, I miffed my guide, and on enquir- 
ing after him was informed t that he wasgone back 


to hisi\home. The judge in the inorning looked 
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on me'with greater attention, anc obferving that 


my complexion was quite different from that of 


the natives; and perceiving that L was fomewhat 
acquainted with their language, he became sore 
friendly.and goad-tempered, an d, intreated me; to 
send the day with him, and to putup with: his 
humble fare ; T accepted his» my itation with plea- 


fure, 
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fure, repofed myfelf, cat and. drank, and converted, 
with my holt. Here I again partook.of elephants 
flefh dreffed with metabah * milk and ogheghe- 
bonitahs, and made a molt excellent dinner.. Vhe 
metabah and the foup had made the flefh very ten- 
der, and given it a good rich flavour. 


On the third of June I refumed my journey, 
and was conducted by a flave of the judge to the 
next village, called Emwahat, diftant about a half 
day’s walk. Before we came into the village, we 
were to go the north-eaft : but my guide would 
not take that path, and turned eaftward, that he 
might fhew me in the neighbourhood, through 
which I was to go, two barren peaked mountains 
at.a diftance, between which there was, he faid,.a 
hole, called Nunquiata (the ferpents’ hole), where 
there was a prodigious number of ferpents, that 
came into the country around for food. When 
we, were about half a league from the village, he 
pointed out to me, at alittle diltance from the fer. 
pents’ hole, two men, who were, he faid, placed.as

pleafant wood, well ftocked with fruit trees, till we 
came to the borders of the kingdom’; where my 
conductor left me, after hearty withes ofa sood 


journey to me, and returned to his own ‘home. 


After walking’a leacue fa ‘arther | fpent the night at 


the end of the wood. 


On the fifth of June I came toa narrow pafs, and 
foon after to the ene ae Wh rakam, once a bor- 
der town in the kingdom of Loango*. TI ‘fhould 
have mified the village, which lies between fome 
eminences, if a good-tempered old woman, who 
was pickine up iticks et not brought me to it, 
where the firft gave me fome milk, and then con- 
duéted me to the judge. The judge, a fenfible 
young man, queitioned me firft on the nature of 
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* This tract of land, which once formed. the kingdom, of 
Loango, was fifty~fix German miles in length from weft_ to 
eait, and fifty of the fame miles in breadth from fouth to north. 
It lies to the north-eatt, between Guinea and the mouth of the 
river Zaire.)

lemba and Cacongo were formed, which however

Thefe two head nations, which oe Within 
pounds the ambition of the Portugueze, ‘can with 
the -affiftance of their ‘allies watiig into jee field 
thirty thoufand ‘men ‘in aris’: their weapons ‘in- 
deed are‘énly bows and ‘arrows, but thew ute'them 
“with great bravery. The svhele ‘army’ confitts of 
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infantry. Their religion is heathenith, without 
many: ceremonies and without fuperftition, for 
they “acknowledge only one fupreme Being, to 
whom prayers are offered daily, morning ‘and 
evening, in ill-conftructed temples. cdi priefts 
have little influence in the government, and are not 
fo much efteemed as by other anne nations. 


Great eh have been taken by the Portugueze, 


but without fuccefs, to extend Chriftianity m thefe 
odiciaoh: forthe x plicity of their ceremonies 


and fill more their doctrines, which reafon canriot 
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comprehend, are an abfolute barrier to the con- 


verfion ot heathens accuftomedto the worthip of 


ay “ce eh fee a ot Abe Nie dal vie xan 

God in fimplicity..

The art of writino’ has been lon gr known : inftead 
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or paper, palm leaves are ufed; and inftead of pens, 
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little bones of birds or fith. ‘The colour of the in- 


habitants inclines more to the dark brown than the 
red, shee dade a wild afpec&t: they are in ge- 
neral large and ftrong, with large eyes, long hair, 
aderned with little bones and fhells, and ask nofes 
and thick poutine 1S The body down to the 
middle is. ufually bare: round the wait are faftened 
aprons of palm jagved orthe fkins of wild beatts, ta 
cover the nudities. ‘Thofe in the vicinity of the 
Portugneze fettlements, wear aprons’ of blue and 
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tine linen, as thin as that of which our boulters 
re made. The women have this fingularity, that 
es part. their hair into four, five, or fix locks ; 
which they bind round the head; ornamenting 
them with fhells, bones, or glafs beads. They all 
befmear their bodies with fat from-the tails of their 
{heep, which remains always fluid. Iwas myfelf 
obliged to comply with this difgufting cuitom, on 
account of the exceflive heat ofithe fun, by whic 
the {kin was liable to be moft painfully fcorched. 
The houfes are framed with reeds, wood, and 
clay ; fometimes, too, of rough unpolifhed ftones. 
They are, however, but poor hovels; and have 
each a round roof, with a hole in it for the tranf- 
miflion of the fmoke. ‘The ordinary food of thefe 
people confifts of four milk, meal, fifh, and frefh 
venifon. For occafions of feltivity, they flay fom 
of their tame animals. ‘They live better in the 
town than in the houfes fcattered over the coun- 
try. They are no itrangers to veflels for cookery; 
which, however, they havenot in common ufe. The 
ufe of {pices is very ancient among them: and of 
thefe, they are {till exceedingly fond. _ Hofpitality 
is more. eminently practifed toward ftrar 
this than in any other part of-all Africa. we tra- 
veller unacquainted with the country is never left 
to explore his way alone and in uncertainty, b 
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is kindly attended from one v rillage to another, 
ouided towherehe canbe in nodanger of miftaking 
hiss way. Thefe people are remarkable for warm 
open-hearted kindnefs : they cheerfully fhare with 
any thing they have ; not, however, w ithout 
expecting fome return, on your part. Injuries 
are furioufly revenged ; and jealouty is here one 
of the reigning mifchiefs of life. If a man have 
but the flighteft fufpicion that his wife has held 
any converfation with another man; if they have 
had but a fingle interview at which he himfelf has 
not been prefent; it becomes infinitely difficult to 
perfuade him that his honour has not been be- 
trayed. The men are moftly occupied in the 
purfuits of hunting and fifhing,; and.in the exer- 
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cife' of arms. Sortie, however, manufacture ear- 
then ware, forge arms, or weave ‘nets. I pafled, 
al with ‘my guide, through the villages of Magay, 
ee and Seehang; and ftopped for the night at vthe 
town of Kungoha. ‘This laft ftands in a fwampy 
fitiiatien, at the foot of an inconfiderable hill. I 
hére:counted about two» hundred: and ‘fevent 
houfes of mean appearance ; the water had a pu- 
trid {meil, and was drawn at the diftance of a 
uarter of anchour’s walk from: the'town. “The 
senutiadara are chiefly miners, who are,’ for the. 
reater part of their time, employed* among tlie

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thofe pieces ; and upon infpecting it, he faid that 
he had fometimes before feen fimilar pieces... To- 
wards evening, we met with fome men on their 
return from hunting, who were ¢ going to Wodo- 
Inha *, where they had their dwellings. . They en- 
nae to perfuade us to go w with them; but 
my guide would not coni fent.’ When they jhad 
left us, he told me that the place was in nog 
repute, and could not be fafely vilited se, travellers. 
At the diftance of an hour’s walk from the village 
of Ohgo, where was a ferry over “ibe river, 
halted, and attempted, but without Figen 
kindle a fire. At laft, being greatly fatigued, we 
threw ourfelves down on a heap of leaves, and flept 
undifturbed till the SL aaiints We then entered 
the village. After an hour’s delay we were ferried 
over. the river, for which we were required to pay 
fixty zimpo. We fell here into company with a 
fellow-traveller, a man who was carrying ore for 
fale at Malemba: he was a man of great informa- 


tion, fo that: [ exceedingly regretted I could not 
wnderftand his fpeech. . By the way from the river 
to-Malemba, ssi was a day and ahalf’sjourney,

Gn thé 1ith we reached thé extremity of the 
town ; but we were not permitted to enter it, till 
a meflenger had been difpatched to the Malfutta 
(a fort of Governor) to inform. him of our arrival, 
and to afk his permiffion for us to go into the 
town. After an hour’s delay came an officer, at- 
tended by three other men,'who queftioned me in 
terms nearly fimilar to thofe which are put to 
ftrangers at the gates of all the great’ towns in 
Germany. aa were furprized to hear me fay 
that 1 wa: “ii e eaft country, as 1 was in the 
common dre wile the neighbourhood, and there 
was pee gs G8 salar in my whole appearance. 
The officer upon this turned from me, and faid to 
the guard, Mani-mambuta (a Portugueze Lord). 
We were now detained in a hut in the fuburbs, in 
the cuftody of four men appointed to watch us. 
1 foon perceived that I was taken for a {py, and. 

was likely to be very feverely ‘dealt with.» The 
officer went away, but quickly returned, and took 
Oye euide with him. The guide was prob: ably in- 
cerrogated concerning my character, and’ the ob- 
ject of my journey. When he came back to me; 
he faid that he n et now return home. [counted 
out to him the number of zimpo which I by agree- 
T 2 ment 
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ment owed him, giving him over and above. tw 
guilders on account of een kindnefs .and-fidelity 
with which he had ieidine me. One of the guards 
conduéted him out of the fuburbs. . All this day J 
was left to reft in the hut, and was well fupplied 
with-water, prunes, apples, anda little muk with 
fome flour init. My keepers were inquifitive con- 
cerning the adventures of my travels ; and J an- 
fwered readily to all their enquiries. In the even- 
ing returned the officer whom I before mentioned; 
and with many excufes and pretences he informed 
me that the King, whom he had not expected be- 
fore next morning, was now arrived. The King 
being curious to fee me, ordered me to be carried to 
his houfe. The moment I entered he put to me the 
following queftions, to which I was obliged to 
anfwer : 

“ What: want you in this town? Are you a 
merchant or a {py ?—Anfwer.. “ I want. nothing. 
«J damoan unfortunate man, that has efcaped from 
fhipwreck ;/ and I have a curiofity to fee this fine 
towns having heardit. much fpoken of, many days 
journey: backward in the country through which 
Lhave'pafled, hither.”’

Being 
sna ftate of intoxication, I faid things which in 
another fituation I fheuld have been incapable of 
utterine.

| was accordingly put in fetters,and confined in 4 
wretched hut without the caftle, the door of which 
was bolted and made faft with leathern thongs. 
There Ilay till next day at neon, forely afflicted with. 
thirft and hunger. Atdait came four foldiers, whe 
bade me follow them. I did’ as I-was bidden, and 
was conducted by them into the King’s prefence, 
who appeared to be angry with me. From the 
foldiers I could learn but little either of what had

happened tome, or wha 
ed. on the preceding day. iidscame theretore un- 
prepared to anfwer the queftions which were now 
to be put to me,.and to detend mytelf againit the 
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accufations of the Evanga. What I now fid 
feemed not to give fatisfaction. The King, 
thereforé, ordered me to be carried to my 
hut, and there to be fupplied with fome milk 
and flour for my fubfiftence. After I had 
Jain in the hut for fome hours longer, I called 
to the guard, and requelted them to loofe my fet- 
ters. They gave me fome hearty curfes; and 
retired, commanding me to be quiet. Next morn- 
ing Iwas catried back, and was again fharply 
examined. I could do nothing more than own 
that I was drunk, and afk forgivenefs for the of- 
fence. This wasnot enough. But at the endof 
my exainination two foldiers were ordered to give 
me with thongs of leather twenty lafhes, of which 
E feverely felt. the fmart. I was conveyed back, 
and left without other confolation for what l had 
than half a pint of water and a handful 
of erains of millet to fupport nature. My fituation 
had for fome days before been altered greatly for 
the worfe; and I was now treated like a flave, 
forced to cut and bring in wood, and degraded to 
other menial fervices equally painful and ignomi- 
niouse The f allowed me was ‘alto bad and 
fcanty, fo that i weeny ot half enough for my ade- 
quate ‘fubfiftence. Every one {coffed and derided 
me ; and, my. h: algal. were fo great, that I de« 
h the Evanga pretended that 
he 


: 
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he pitied me,- yet, that~ he: felt rio _kind-of pity 

in his. heart will appear hereafter. But the 

ftorm. muft-at length be-over, and give’ place 
to calm. and funfhine. I had rated in this 
wretched. condition for about fix weeks, and 
without any profpect of relief, or of. aught but 
the utmoft wretchednefs ; when, on a certaim 
occafion, the overfeer of the King’s flaves received 
orders to gow ith a part of the flaves under his 
care to the mountain of Comoh* in fearch of firing. 
Next day, the 6th of Oédtober, to the number of 
fixty flaves, with twenty foldiers, departed for the 
execution of this defign. Among thofe flaves l.was 
one. Wewere to go by t the coatt of Sohmoea, at 
Rance of one and a half day’s journey from 
the town, and there fearch for fhell-fith. This tafk 
was a very hazardous one; 4s, in collecting the 
fhell-fith, we were often fathoms deep in the mud, 
and werein danger of being {wallowed. up by it. 
Our feet too were apt to be ita and torn by the 
sense and other creatuxes in fearch of their food. 
in the mud. Tothis danger I freely expofed my- 
felf, as it was what at any rate I could not avoid. 
I, for my own fhare, procured thirty of thofe fhell-

King of the great quantity of thell-fif which we 
had brought; adding farther that three of the-men 
were in danger of lofing their feet, .and.that the 
new ilave, meaning me, had failen down under his

Of the 
cudgelling which I had been obliged to bear, he 
faid not a word. 


As foon as the King heard this account, he or- 
dered that I fhould be brought to him, but it re- 
quired time to wath the blood away, with which 
{ was covered from head to foot, and they repre- 
fented to him that I was again ill, and not ina fitua- 
tion. to appear before him. At day-break the 
Evanga came to me to enquire after my health. I 

gave him four ‘guilders, and requeited him to pro- 
cure from the King my liberty. He went away, 

and ina fhort time after fent one of the King’s 
fervants to fetch me, and as foon as I made my ap- 
pearance in the King’s prefence, the following dia- 
jogue took place : 

King. What do you want! 

Anfwer. I-want nothing but my liberty, and for 
this I humbly. petition you. 

K. As you are not ill, why did you not come 
yefterday evening, when I fent for you ?

K. Iwas told that you had a {pitting of blood, 
and on that account could not come to met 

A, Thatistrue. Your inhuman fubjects have 
treated me worfe than a beaft, as-you fhall fee this 
inftant.

(1dic 
not finderitane a fingle word of their laneudge, 
but mine was un Seaton by fome of them. . iNet 
one of -thete people probably had feen’ white men, 
hich may ¢€ hats be conceived, fince the many 
mountains and almoft impenetrable wogds prohi- 
bited accefs to them. I fhould think it an un- 
dertaking, which would amply be repaid; to form 
a commercial company to explore this nation, 4n. 
whofe mountains in all probability great treafures 
are hidden. They could make no refiftance, for 
they are much too weak; and befides, by good 
treatment they might eafily be mana ged. Skins 
and ivory would b e the chief articles, which might 
be conveyed in fix days in {mall veflels: down the 
river Zambece, to the. former Portugueze fort St. 
Martial, and thence other wares might be carried 


back in return. 


The. Mumkaham, the prefent King, was elected 
in the year 1783. Mafli, the King from whom 
the nation takes its name, has been dead thefe fifty 
years, and fince him fourteen Kings have held the 
reigns of government. ‘The King isas poor asany 
of the inhabitants; his pre-eminence confilts m de- 
claring war and peace, and he is the fupreme in. 
leading 
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Yeading his fubjects in the field. T hey have neither 
priefts nor inet officers. In the whole country, 
which is about*fix days journey long and four 
wide, there is not a fingle town, but feveral villages 
and two hamlets, of w sagoh the one called Mamham, 
containing about four hundred miferable huts, is 
the royal refidence; the other, called Muhokahu, 
is fmaller. Fakion moon a -marketis held at Mam- 
ham, which is two days journcy from the lake 
of Mamre, whither numbers come from all the 
country, partly i for the fake of trading, and par tly 
to obtain from the King an audience, which is 
eiven only on thofe days, and in the open market- 
place. Muhokahu is fituated in the northern part 
ef the country, on an arm of the river Zambece. 
The villages are very ill built, and the; houfes 
thatched with firaw. In ‘war this nation cannot 
bring fo many men into the field as. many \other 
nations ; they have no weapons of iron, butin 
their ftead wooden war axes and javelins, which 
ee arm at the point with bone. Here I again, 
found fheep, which are highly prized sand, that 
they may not fall a prey, to the tygerss they are 
salen at night into the huts.

Few 
have more than one wife, by whom, inta {pace of 
twelve or fourteen years, they~have ‘rarely, more 
than-three or four-children. . Fhe women do not 
fuffer:much in child-bearing;.and: ina few, hours 
after that event; are again; fit for theinufual, work. 
‘Till their fixth year, both-boys and»girls remain 
under: the care! of their mother.s At thate age the 
boyshegin tosreceive inftrucions from the prietts, 
and to.go, out ayhunting with theit fathers... The 
girls remain with their mothers, feldom receiving 
infiructions. from. the priefis ; as for-them this.is 
not accounted neceflary.. ‘The religion of the coun- 
try is Paganifm;. to which the fun and mean are 
objects.of worthip.. They celebrate feaits: at-every 
change of the moon,. after every victory obtained 
over their.enemies, at.the clection/of anew King, 
and upon the flaughter of any bealt of; prey that 
has, been. exceedingly; formidable and. deftructive. 
The King is.fupreme. ruler, having unquedtioned 


power of life and death over all; hisfubjects. If

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think a flight venial crime, the priefts fay, It is the 
will of God! and this quiets all murmurs. ‘The 
King maintains great ftate; and when he goes 
abroad, is attended by a train of four, five, or fix 
elephants. When he travels, he rides on wtpeeted 
buffalo, which is led by two of his moft trufty fer- 
vants.. In the town he rides ufually on a zebra. 
On thefe occafions he is attended on each fide by 
twenty officers, walking on foot. Although the 
priefts have great influence over the people, yet 
they dare not intermeddle in the government. 
The army, as every man is a foldier, confitts of 
between forty and fifty thoufand infantry, and has 
the reputation of bravery.’ In war the buffalo is 
ufed, and they live in a conftant ftate of warfare 
with the neighbouring nations. Chriftians are 
not tolerated in this country, as they are aceufed, 
and perhaps not without reafon, of having at- 
tempted privately to feize the fove reignty. The 
Portugueze were on this account driven out in the 
year'1763,and their return for ever prohibited. The

by the King, and make his arms, 


The palace is long, and of a quadrangular form. 

‘he court-yard, where the weapons are kept, has a 
guard of fifty men, who are however employed in 
various fervices. ‘The King has only two apart- 
ments, which are on the eaft-fide of the court, has 
but one wife, who cannot appreach to him by day, 
and his two high-prieits are under the fame prohi- 
bition. In the day-time he is employed with the 
officers * in civil and military affairs, hears the com-

* The macers are diftinguifhed from the other fata) itants 
by, their fhirts of zebra {kins, and a turban of jackal fkin, 
which is adorned with bones of ficlls. When they come to 
the royal refidence, they are entertained at the King’s expence : 
but befides this, neither officers. nor common, men have the 
jeafi pay... The plunder they, get 1p war they keep for them- 
felves, and wherever they go as enemies, they carry off every 


thing of value, even the ltakes of the huts, 
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plaints, petitions, and reprefentations of his fubjects, 
and converfes with travellers who viltt) his king- 
dom. In the evening audience is grventoothe 
priefts, who: muft however retire as foon as the 
Queen is announced. Entrance is free to every 
one, and ftrangers muft particularly come to the 
King on their arrival at the city, or who intend to 
travel through the land, and beg, his protection. 
He is punctual, active, warlike, and is both re- 
{pected and. dreaded by his moft powerful enemies. 


When I came to the city, the guard queftioned 
me whence I was? My guide replied, that Iwas a 
ftranger, and he had undertaken to announce me 
to the King. The guard confidered a few mo- 
ments, and then let us pafs. I exprefled my fur- 
prize to the interpreter, who alfo came into the 
city with me, that the guard fhould take time to 
confider, when I was ‘under the protection of an 
officer ;» but Ilearned that the guard were held in 
very high refpect, and that it was in their power to 
have detained me, and to have announced my ar- 
rival to the King. When we came to the palace 
another guard took me in cuttody, and notwith- 
{tanding the reprefentations of the: officery would 
not permit me to pafs.."The officer went inftantly 
to the King, announced myarrival,:and’ brought 
back to the guard a piece of wood, on which fome 
marks

marks were burnt, and Iowas fet at’ liberty, and 
went into'the palace. ‘The King received meoat the 
door of his tent with a ftout club, which impreffed 
me with terror; "but his friendly good-tempered 
countenance foon calmed my fears, and his:future 
conductrentirely compofed me. His vhatr owas 
frizzled, and adorned with fhells. "The lowerparts 
of his body were covered with a palm leaf;:the 
upper part was entirely naked. He fpoke to me by 
an interpreter, though he himfelf underftood mott 
of the words in my language.

Q.:You thali. be eae here in. the fameman- 
ner: but Lunderftand your language, fo thatyou 
cannot be far from you ur own country ? 

A. Tf} were to fpeak the language of. my own 
country you would not underftand me; the Jan- 
guage I am now {peaking.I learned-of the King of 
Angola, who-took care of me when I was il, and. 
detained me with him till I was’ pentectly reco- 
vered. 

King. You fhall have my protection-and fupport 
as long as. you pleafe.. Come, fit down. 

A, mat was unmediately brought for’ me and ft 
fat down, and foon after a pot of milk was pre- 
fented to me; and upon my anfwering:to their 
queftions that I was hungry,’ fome’ meal» was 
brought for ‘me. About evening Iwas permitted 
to retire, and -thewn into a-hut near the, palace, 
where I remained till the next morning, when I 
was-acain introduced into the royal prefence:-The 
King carriedime’ into’ his hall, and fhewed me his 
treafures, which he prized yery highly, though 
they were of trifling value: fuch as’ dome éngrav- 
ings, which had probably been there from the time 
that the) Portugueze were in the: country; two 
looking-glaffes, a calendar of the year. az4gvy Lome 
leaves of printed cipaper i four hittle cannons fach ‘as 
' children 
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children. play with, feveral. infigniiicant, vyooden 
toys, and a wooden clock, that ftood {i.and 
feemed. to be falling to, pieces. ‘The King com- 
plained-through the interpreter that the clock did 
not go now asit ufed to do, though he had taken 
all the pains poffible to bring it into order. 


As foon I was alone with the interpreter, I told 
him that I would try to put the clock in fucha 
ftate that it fhould go again, if the King gave me 
permithon. He run away i and acquainted 
the King with my intentions... The King gave his 
confent, but ordered the sbbaiies to ftay by me 
allthe time, that 1 might not carry away any part 
of his clock. Hence Iwas conftantly in the royal 
apartments to look after my work, which how- 
ever went flowly on, as] had very little knowledge 
of clock-making... ‘That 1 might not confound 
the different pieces, | marked-each of them as I 
took it out with a number, and d infcribed thefe 
paumbers, for want of paper, in. my, journal, with 
charcoal and vermillion, | On the next morning f 
began my work very early, and. by the time that 
the King came it was almoft all put. tos osther.. 4 
hung it up, and {aw to my great joy, as well asthat 
of the King, that it went. The King -was amazingly 
: aitonithed, and conceived that. ] muit. bea very 
capital artifi, who could put to rights a machine 
: which 
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which none of his fubjects would undertake to 
repair. 


From this time [ arofe ftill higher in the royal 
eftimation, was treated with the fame fare as the 
King, and attended him every where.* This: af- 
forded me an opportunity of vifiting lake Zambre, 
whither the King went, both for {hooting and fith- 
ing. Itisin length three good days journey, con- 
tains forty {mall iflands, ftocked by an incredible 
number of birds, which are either taken or robbed 
of their eggs. The lake is of an uniform appearance; 

and is about a half day’s journey in breadth in the 
middle, but only a quarter of a league at: the nor- 
thern extremity. ‘The King keeps here a guard of 
two hundred men, who are to preferve‘ the birds 
and fifth for his the : but I learned that their beft 
difhes were made of the fish and fowl which they 
took for themfelves. In fome maps. this ‘lake is 
put in the wrong place, that is, with: its greateft 
part inthe kingdom of Mafli; and by moft geogra- 
phers its length is made too great.» They alfo place 
between the kingdoms of Mafli and Monoemugi a 
third lake, but notwithitanding. much Kid ms I 
ane gain'no intelligence of it, 


Wherever Tattended éhe King, T endeavoured to 
be ufeful to him invlittle matters, which were how- 
| ever 
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ever highly efteemed in his fight ; for example, I 
taught him fome new ‘methods of catching birds 
and fifh, I made hima dial, I drefled his meat in a 
different way from that of the country, and made 
it tafte better, and many other things.» [ became 
very intimate- with mott of the officers, was 
efteemed by them, and oftentimes taken into the 
councils: and they would even have been very 
well pleafed, if I had gratified the King’s wifhes 
by accepting the place of an officer. ‘To retain me 
with him and to bind me for. ever, the King pro- 
pofed. a wife to me, but I declined the propofal. 
Three times laccompanied him with his army, ai- 
fifted by my counfel and actions in feveral expedi- 
tions, and returned ‘back highly honoured and 
efteemed. As I was now well acquainted with the 
janguage of the country, I could conwerfe with the 
King without an interpreter, and could ampart to 
ite many an obfervation, which in the pretence’ of 
a third perfon would have been improper. 7) W hen 
the King went to his'houfe of prayer, to:pertorm 
his religious duties, I accompanied him, clafped 
myrhands and prayed at the famertime. ‘Tf his 
made him believe that I had embraced his hide, 
and he efteemed me fo much the more, fothat he 
would rarely be without me: as the greateft proof 
of his love forime, he gave me permiilion to eat in 
his prefence with his wife, yet 1 was never per- 
mitted 
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mitted to be:alane with her, nor could l’énter hee 
apartment, for that was not allowed to any other 
mail. 


After I had {pent five months here; I was feized

with a defire totravel farther, and I looked out for 
a proper opportunity to make known my withes 
to the King. ‘This foon occurred, as I was to at- 
tend himto the chace. Herel told him that 1 was 
refolved to go from him to my own home, to my 
kinfmen and friends, who were probably thinking 
that I was dead, and after comforting them and 
fetting my family affairs in order, to return back 
to him, to end my ee in his country, and by 
truity fervice to make fome return for the kind- 
nefs: which he had hitherto fhewn me, and which 
{ could never repay. He made no reply, but 
feemed to be forrowful. In the evening, asf was 
fupping with him, he led the converfation to my 
requeit, and faid, ** You really then wifh to return 
te your friends'?’? I anfwered, “* Yes; if I have 
your permiflion, and you require no payment Pe 
the many acts of kindnefs-you have {hewn me.’ 

—* T promifed you (he replied). hofpitality, and 
you owe me nothing: but I fhould be very happy

if you would iftay here.” “As [ made fome -objec- 
tions, he:faid at) laft, “You may go when you 
pléafe. I will take ‘care that you {halt have a guide

friendfhip.”” After I had returned him thanks, 
he afked me when I would go? I replied, in three 
days time...

On the, 28th ef May, 1787j,4:left. my friends, 
who were much affected. on,my-taking leave of 
them, and travelled to the north-catt.,. I had a 
guide with me, who, carried my. provilions, and 
was charged sith my, fafety over the Akmahe 
mountains, where the lions are numerous. On the 
firfi day we travelled through sens and,’ Mehar, 

vo, ill-built villages at the foot of the mountain, 
je took. up our lodgings for the night at Jellah, 
a village containing eight or twelve huts, halt way 
up the mountain... the tee axe Very poor, 
have a league to go for their. water.'te,aivalley, 
and poffefs very little fruit... They, treated us with 
boiled torteife, meal and water. 


On the goth, in the forenoon, we came to 2 
faltpetre work, where ten men wereempoyed, ol 
examined it. attentively, and found,, atthe depth 
of about two fathom, the richett faltpetre.. About 
eighty 
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arther, under a hill to the north, 2 
hot fprine was fhewn to me, which emitted a ful- 
phurous fmell, and was of a reddifh colour. Here 


we reited ourfelves, then afcended another part of

On the following morning J ¢onfumed.the frag- 
ments of the meat prefented to me, bythe oKing, 
and determined to go onwards, fet off inftantly, 

examined 
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examined the country, and refolved to. go round 
to the eaft of a wood which I faw  near;me., >t 
could have vifited three villages im the direct read; 

which I faw on my right hand, but then, Jamul 
have travelled through the wood.; ‘That night 1 
was obliged to pais in a inp and to be always on 
the watch, lett I fhould tumble’to the ground: 
Very early I defcended from my-reftine-place, ‘and 
Ioakked out ir {fprings, but not finding any, €f- 
deavoured to quench my thirft with tamarfinds. 
After a time the tamarinds- produced quite the 
contrary effe&, and I was fo thirfty, that [would 
have drank the moft ftinking water that could be 
produced. I was now fo weakened that I-could 
creep on but flowly, and every moment expected 
to become a prey to mad dogs.

much furprized that I fhould have attempted a 
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pafiage through the water, and treated me with 
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kindnefs... Here J rethained till, the 19th of the 
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following month, for the floods were fo much out, 
that if I had gone on I fhould have found my death 
in them. After [ had been there fome days, the 
condu& of the inhabitants was changed; they 
treated me no longer with refpect, but thruft me 
to the fartheft part of the hut among the goats, 
where at laft, as this part was ill built, and the rain 
poured in, I was fo wet thr ough, that for a week 
my whole body was in per petual moifture, and I 
fellinto a fever. My mifery now incrtafed: they 
thought that mine was an infectious diforder, 
pufhed me from one corner into the other, and 
threatened to turn me out of doors, left, as they 
feared, I fhould infe@t the cattle near whom I 


jay. 


The village confifted of fix-and-thirty huts, anda 
temple, to which, as I was told, people travel from 
countries far and near, to the diftance of thirty 
daysjourney. The place where the temple ftands 
is fuppofed to be that where the holy King Amah- 
ratus of Jaga was murdered, and where the mur- 
derers were inftantly deftroyed by thunde ‘bolts *.

Yhe officers are either the fon of the royal concu- 
bines, 
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from each other, and in no place except where lie 
the royal tents or holes are a hundred to be found 
together. Their dwellings are changed feveral 
times every year, and are fixed generally near the 
water, or in fruitful neighbourhoods. Their pro- 
vifion confifts of millet, Indian corn; and goats” 
milk. ‘Fheir religion is heathenifh ; the fun and 
moon are adored, and their religious fervices are 
performed in the open air, when the priefts, around 
whom the people make a circle, dire& the prayers, 
at which. both they and the by-ftanders frequently 
proftrate themfelves with their faces to the ground. 
There are no temples in the whole country: and 

xcept the king and the priefts no one is allowed 
to have more than one wife.

The language of thefe people is nearly the fame 
as that of Congo. Inftead of A in the language 
of Conge, however, this dialect ufes O. It pre- 
wails, with fome flight diverfities of dialect, as far 
as to the river Niger. ‘The children go twice a 
day to receive inftruction from the prieits, in the 


open air. 


On the 26th I left the village above mentioned, 
and under the direction of a guide, travelled to- 
ward the refidence of the king. We journeyed 
to the north-weft, pafling over fome hills, which 
lay in one continuous range. They were inhabit- 
ed by Mophanefe, who, when they heard ,that J 
was the king’s ftranger, fuffered me to proceed on 
my way unmolefted. In the afternoon my ouide 
returned hom ne; and I, following my direction, 
proceeded in the fame ftraight line.

are not very fafe in pafling this way. The number 
of this people is more confiderable than it has been 
faid to be: they inhabit a narrow tract of land on 
both fides of the river Wohala, which is about two 
days and a half’s journey in length, and the moft 
fertile in all the region. On the confines are fome 
villages, the inhabitants of which are placed there 
to protect the country from hoftile inroads. The 
river Wohala meanders through this country from 
eaft to weft, and affords water wholefome and 
pleafant to the tafte, 


I have already mentioned, that the inhabitants 
of the villages on the borders gave me a very 
kind reception. ‘They admitted me within their 
circle round the fire, danced, fung, and leaped 
around me, and were all in the liv reliett emotions 
After about an hour they took me to their cot- 
at) and a conteft arofe among them concerns 

ng who fhould have me as. his euelt for the night. 
z length came the chief of the village, with his 
daughter 5 and-after liftening fome minutes to the 
contention, he took me by the hand and led me 
into his own hut. A bundle of rufhes were given 
me, and on thefe I inftantly ftretched myfelf downs 
I had been here about half an hour when my holt 
fuppoling 
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fuppofing me to be afleep, faid to his daughter 
fomething in which I could hear myfelf men- 
tioned.

reat nation with which they are in alliance. They 
are fometimes guilty of rapine and murder. The 
oldeft men in the tribe are commonly both judges 
and priefts, and are held in the higheft veneration. 
They are ufually accounted negroes, though not of 
negro deicent...They were formerly mafters of a 
different territory, from which they were expelled 
by a people more potent than themfelves. But 
where that territory lies, and by what people they 
were driven out of it, no one among them can 
tell. 


Iwas conducted to the chief of a fmall village, 
and was by him kindly received, prefented with 
milk and meal, and gratified with a good night’s 
lodging. I would have paid him with cowries, but 
he would not accept them; and faid, ¢ that it was 
his duty to entertain travellers who ftood in need 
of his affiftance.’’ He gave me, in the morning, a 
prefent of meal and tyger’s fiefh, which I did not 
refufe. “He afterwards fhewed me fome diftanice 
on my way, and wifhed me a good journey: About 
neon-L- reached the.river Faham :it-is.fmall,—but 
its, water, 1s. goad, though. of a reddifh. colour. 
Here. I refted. for fome hours, and devoured with 
2 good appetite a piece of my tyger’s flefh, which is 
in 
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twenty and were of the race of the negroes, W hoe 
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me worfe on that account, as they were well ac- 
guainted with Europeans. ‘They exprefled their 
readinefs to convey me to my countrymen, when 
they fhould next return to the coaft, or to the 
iflaid of Fernando, whence they were now com- 
ing, I told them that this was not the neareft 
way to my native country, but that I muft go far- 
ther inland. With this they were well pleafed ; 
and they told me I might have an opportunity of 
travelling alfo with them the very way I defired 
to £0: 


On the 30th we reached the confines, and pafled 
the night between two ranges of hills on the river 
Tron, in a part that divides the territories of three 
different nations. On the weft-fide thofe hills ex- 
tend isto a.part of the kingdom of Bahahara *, 
which they divide from the kingdom of Wangaoa. 
As the part of the mountain on the fouth-fide is 
the boundary of the kingdom of Wohjagtam, 
which is farther limited by the above-mentioned 
river.

* ‘This kingdom hasno placeon the map which! haye in my 
hand. ~No geographer gives any account of it. According to 
the account of the negroes, its name ought to be written Baha- 
hara. 

+ This lake derives its waters from the river Niger, is about 
a day and a half’s journey in length, and four miles broad, and 
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(Burnu), and runs to the fouth-weft. By mid-day 
we reached:their tents, on the confines of Bahahara: 


The inhabitants of the huts received me with ear- 
neft joy and curiolity, fuppofing me to have come 
with their friends from the ifland of Fernando. 
When; however, they heard that I was not a 
Chriftian, but. an Arab, they became lefs civilly 
difpofed towards me. At this I was furprized, 
it being fo ftrikingly oppofite to the feelings and 
conduct of other people of Africa on fuch an oc- 
cafion, But I learned that the Arabs and Moors 
were {worn enemies to the trade of thefe negroes. 
From this place goes every year a great caravan, 
which in twenty days pafles the kingdom of Furno; 
and has frequent contentions with the Moors by 
the way. ‘The attendants of the caravan go armed 
and on horfeback: I now heard, though my com- 
rades had talked differently, that a caravan was 
foon to fet aut for Wangara, there to difpofe of 
the goods which they had brought from the ifland 
of Fernando. Upon further enquiry I, learned; 


that I might, without any material inconvenience

1. The Kahmetho, running to the fouth-eaft. 2. The ‘Prangoht, 
which runs fouth-weft. And 3d, The Gambaru, which takes

On the roth, we travelled ail day, either over 
or between hills. About noon we came to the 
village of ee ai It confifts of about eighty 
huts, and is inhabited by negroes. Thefe people 


raife on their hills 3 melons and gourds, fome of 


which we procured, but not without paying very 
dear for them. We continued our journey to the 


north-eaft, and came to two poor villages, w where 
we could procure nothing, and were obliged to 


afs the night in the open air. 
s i 
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On the rith, we had the mountains-at a fmaitl 
diftance from us; and till the 16th continued our 
journey along a good level way, without coming 


to any villages. 


On the 16th we reached the village of Yomy. 
On the preceding day feveral pertons trom, the 
caravan had gone, on account of their trailic, to 
Mooha, a {mall town in the kingdom of Wangara. 
Thefe fent a meflage, on the evening of the 16th, 
to inform us, that they were going to the other 
fide of the lake Burnu, and hoped to rejoin us in 


Wa ngara. 


We were this evening to ride over a part of 
the mountain ; and though it was dark, I having 
neither faddle nor pad on the back of my horfe, 
was unable to continue my journey with the com- 
pany. If T rode quick, 1 fell from ‘my feat, and 
When Frode flowly, my companions told me that 
f muft ride fafter, and keep-up with them.» As 
had fallen’ feveral times from ‘the horfe, and was 
confiderably hurt, Pat: laft- told my: companions, 
that I could no longer keep up? with them, but 
would continue my pourriey on foot. This the 
would not’agréé to.” They faid that thefesmoun- 
taing {warmed with robbers and ‘beafts of prey. 
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They therefore put me by force on. horfeback 
again, and two of the beft riders were directed 
to keep near me. We then proceeded with re- 
newed fpeed, and by day-break we reached Fahja. 
There refumed my intention of ftopping, becaufe 
[found myfelf unable to ftand, and was fore all 
over my body. However, after we had. taken 
fome hours reft, I was obliged again to get.on 
horfeback, and go on. Scarcely had the horfe 
begun to move, when I was fhaken from his back, 
and fell fenfelefs to the ground. Having revived, 
1 found myfelf in the cottage of a good-hearted 
negro, who told me that my comrades were gone 
on, but had left fome meal and dried flefh for my 
ufe. 1 could neither walk nor ftand, and. at. laft 
found myfelf in a fever. 1 lay in defpair on 
the ftraw, and more than once wifhed for death. 
i had befides been brought out of the dwelling- 
houfe to the hut in which the goats, lay. Fever 
is there unknown; and when the good people {aw 
me writhe my body under it, they thought I was 
iil. of a peftilential difeafe, Yet they did not 
wholly defert me. A humane negro, feeing me 
drink a great deal of water, prepared me a decoc- 
tion from roots and green.leaves, which, though 
difagreeably bitter, threw me into fweating and 
fleep, by which I was much refrefhed. For twelve 


days I had twice a day a fit of the fever. And I

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believe. that my Fecovery was chiefly owing tothe 
favourable, efficacy of the negro’s decotion,

On the Sth, I fet off with thefe eho - we tra- 
yelled over a b yeautiful plain, but were wery much 
opprefled by the heat, and arrived eseatvely {2 
tigued at a village. At the fir hut swe bege 
for a night’s lodging, and obtained our re 
Cc 4 immed: 
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immediately, but we found a very poor hott; who 
could not let us have, even for our money} either 
viduals or drink. We gave him money, there- 
fore, and fent him to the Dorifata, or judge, to 
buy fome provifions of him. He foon brought 
back fleth, meal, and alfo the money. We were 
furprifed ; but he told us, that the Dorifata had 
charged him to fay, that benevolence and hofpita- 
lity fhould be exercifed towards ftrangers, that he 
could not accept of payment, but thathe fhould 
be happy ,to fee his guefts if they could come to 
him for a few minutes. We vifited him next 
morning, and. then travelled three: leagues farther 
Over eminences and hills, to Yandoka, a hamlet 
with about two ie houfes.. Here I break- 
fafted once more with my companions, of whom, 
they were to ah here, I took leave, and pros 
mee on my journey alone. ~I foon’ reached 
mountain’ that might be about fix leagues «in 
length, and covered with date and cotton trees. 
Upon this mountain I ftopped, as I found that I

could not fer t feveral hours: reach the city of Baha- 


hara. 

On the’roth, in the forenoon,’ f came ‘to the 
above-mentioned city, where I was inftantly taken 
into cuftody by fix foldiers, and carried to the 
King’s refide ence. He tent word to the guard that. 
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he could not fpeak with methis: day, they 
fhould-convey me back again, a 
of-me.. They brought me to a goat hovel, and 
gave me food in abundance. ~On the next morn: 
ing an order came to carry me to the King. I fol. 
jowed, and was introduced to him. As I entered, 
feveral queftions were propofed to me by one of 
his Minifters,* fuch as thefe: Why I was come into 
the country ? Whether [had brought any pr efents 
for the King? Whither Lwas going? and, Whe- 
ther Iwasa chriftian? I replied, I confidered my 
mot dire&t and fafeft road to be through this 
country. Lam an unfortunate feaman, who has 
loft all his goods, and not a chriftian. I defire no 
afliftance, except a night’s lodging, and, if conve- 
nient, meat and drink for a day: but if my pre- 
fence is difagreeable to the King, Iam ready to 
leave the town immediately. I obtained permiflion 
to ftay, as the King himfelf intended to {peak ta 
me, was then re-conduc éted to my hut, and pr ovid- 
ed with victuals and drink. Here I was very well 
off till the 14th: Late, drank , and flept;, but now 
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* The King underf ftood my language, but his ideas of great- 
nefs obliged him to {peak to me through the Minifter ; -he only 
Foals by word « of mouth to ;the officers and. 1 bpity of his

Datel. It was avery great proot of 


fcenfion that he afterwards entered o perfonal converlation 


with me. 
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my condition was altered. An officer fetched and 
cartied me to the flaves’ huts, where I was obliged, 
next morning, to get up very early, and, on the 
command of the overfeer, to feed the horfes, then 
beat the dates, and at laft carry the hunting imple- 
ments, which were a fpear, two fufils, and a water- 
veflel, to the wood, ‘This was my occupation for 
a few days only, for as I was once carrying the 
King’s fufils to the wood, I examined them atten- 
tively. The King obferving this, afked me what 
I was looking at. I replied, to fee whether I 
could not repair them, as they were at prefent in 
a bad ftate. The lock had probably not been 
cleaned out or oiled for feveral years, and was co- 
vered all over with ruft. The King, after look- 
ing earneftly at me, afked, whether I would put 
his arms into a better condition? and on my con- 
enting, he told me, that I fhould, on that very 
jay, have another dwelling, and better accommo- 


a 
dations. 

Tehas been mentioned before, thatthere are 
people travelling round Bahahara and the neigh- 


boutinge countries, whofe employment is'to clean 
and repair fire-arms; and it’ may hence be fup- 
pofed that I fhould find but little occupation. “Fhe 
following relation will rectify this miftake 


Some 
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Some years before my arrival, the King of Ha- 
oufla. declared war againit the King of Bahahara, 
and did him confiderable injury. The gunfimiths, 
as | may. here cail nee had jut at that time put 

n good order the arm s of ae lait King, and were 
on the point of ty sind farther. The King if- 
fued an order that they fhould not depart, but re- 
main at his refidence, left they fhould clean and 
repair the arms of hisenemy. But as they would 
fet off, after this order, fince nothing more was 
to be gained in the place, the eae ordered them 
to be taken up, caft into prifon, and kept there 
till the war was ended. ae that time they 
would never fet foot again in the kingdom, though 
the King gave them every poflible aflurance of i 


cu ri ty. 


On the fame evening a roomy hut was prepar ed 
for me near the King’s palace. I had victuals and 
drink btiennnst I required either, and.a flave to 
waiton me. Inow took my own time, worked 

at my leifure, but made myfelf of great impor- 
tance by my work. On the third day 1 prefented 
to the King the firft piece that I had repaired, was 
praifed to the fkies, and difmifled with aflurances 
of royal favour. A fhort time after, I was called 
again to the King, and inftructed to clean and re- 
pair all the foldiers’ pieces, and to teach a few fol. 
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diers’ how they might manage’ their’ arms thent- 
felves.. With refpect to the firft point; it was im: 
poflible for me to give a fatisfactory anfwer) but 
Preprefented to the King that as I could ‘not'make 
new locks and fprings, I could not repair all, 
though I could moft of the foldiers’ arnis. “He 
condeféended ‘to accept my reprefentations,’ and 
defired me to do only adhat was poflible, ‘as the 
arms might ftill be ufed without lock or! fpring. 
Tenquired fome time after how this was’ done; 
and learned that the foldiers who went with fuch 
arms into the field, held either a lighted match or 
a coal to the pan, and thus fired their guns, 


My time pafled now very pleatantly ; I worked 

when I chofe, and at leifure hours ‘walked about 
the town, both to form acquaintance, and to learn 
the manners, cuftoms and ufages of the country. 
Very often T accompanied the king to the chace, 
and thus ‘enjoyed a great deal of diverfion. The 
kind would frequently prefs me to take a wife; 
and ‘he did) not: feem: difinclined to refign to me 

neof his four hundred concubines + but T excufed 
ai fy by iiying,-that [had already’ j in my own 
country a wife and three children, whom with his 
permifizon I -would fetch and bring back ‘with me 
into his dominions.

The town is furrounded with double pallifadoes, 
contains a hundred temples, as wretchedly built 
almoft as the huts, and four ftreets, for the huts 
in five rows. The palage is, as well 
as the other houfes, only one ftony high, but 
rery saris: for it occupies a fixth part of the 


town. - It is furrounded by a wall, built with - 


and-ttones, five feet high, arid three feet wide, but

of very irregular conftruGion. In the court-yard 
ftand nine feparate aie in which’ ‘refide the 
prieits, the concubines, and the officers.’ On the 
pia fide Gof it is a saidesaiae furroundéd with 
ftones;\in which the horfes: of the nightly guard 
fiand at night. The king’s refidence is’ of the 
fouth fide, and confifts of four apartments, which 
might be taken for fables. One of them Iplait- 
tered with mud, and painted with a green colour, 
drawn 
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irawn from young palm leaves and tamarind juice, 
sc afforded the. king inconceiveable  pleadure. 
one are two market-places in the town, the ene 
near the palace for fruits and corn, the other-on 
Te die fide of the town for fith, fowl, and cattle. 
The traders, of whom there are ten or twelve, 
have the Mondays and Wednefdays, according to 
our divifion of the week, for #8 Lin ng days, on 
which they hang: up their wares for: fale on poles 
ranged in order. ‘There are alfo two yearly mar- 
kets, frequented by foreign traders, from the dif- 
tance of twenty days journey: but as neither of 
them was kept during my ftay in the kingdom, 
can fay nothing further about them. 
Our march out of the town and over the moun- 
tain. was very flow, yet 1 could not conve oniently

rived at Kaharatho, where we found huts, pre- 
pared and every thing in order : twenty men had 
been feint three days before to make the necef- 


fary preparations. 


Kaharatho fcarcely deferves the name of a town,: 
for the huts are very ill conftructed, and the in- 
habitants are too lazy to procure fufficient wood, 
though it is only two leagues from them. . Hence 
they live in half tumbling huts, or frequently, as 
[ have feen, day and night in the open air. This 
place is fituated on a large plain, through which 
runs the above-mentioned canal. . At a dittance 
beyond the plain are mountains, with fruit-trees of 
every kind, on whofe fruit the inhabitants live all 
the year through. Fifth, land and water tortoife, 
and. fowl .of all kinds, are found: here in great 


plenty. 


Before I continue my narrative, let me here in- 


fert fome account of this country, its conititution;

manners, wages, and other objects on, which | 


made, during my flay in it, actual obfervations. 


This kinedom is nine days journey, from Man- 
gara eaftward, and twelve days journey weltward 
from Tambuko. Its length from ealt to welt is’

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about fix days journey, and from north to fouth 
three days journey and a half. It contains three 
Cities, Bahahara; the metropolis, which is m the 
heart of the country: Mahoora, on the weltern 
fide, and Kahoratho, on the north-eaft, about a 
lay’s journey from th metropolis. The foil is 
fruitful, and is here and there cultivated. There 
are wild-and tame animals, and fifh in very great 
ibaa’ The Gambia flows through a part of 
-eaft, and carries off the 
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the country to t 
water of two raul hehe On the mountains, 
which go through the country, from the eaft to 
the north-weft, there are many fruit-trees, among 
which the date tree is the prineipal : and the val- 
ties produce good patture for horfes, oxen and

The mountains produce falt, and, faltpetre; the 
woods, honey and. wax: and if the inhabitants 
would fearch for them in the bowels of the hills, 
they would find numerous treafures. ‘There are 
properly three kinds of inhabitants in this country. 
1. The Samtygoetys who, dwell on the fouthern 
borders... z. The Kahmofans on the eaftern fide: 
And, 3. The Houflans in the middle. Moft of the 
inhabitants wear long coloured linen mantles, 
which are faftened round the body, and inftead of 
{hoes thongs of leather, which are bound crofsways 
over the foot. Around the head a coloured linen 
or woollen cloth is bound... The foldiers alone 
wear round the head a red cloth made of goats hair 
or cotton, but in other refpects they, wear, the 


ufual drefs; 


The:Moors. have fhort. red mantles ,of nen; 
officers and. traders are generally clad, in filk,.. The 
men, are large and ftrong, and fhew great courage 
in the field: the women are of lefs. fize,. and agree- 
able in, their perfons.,.. Men and women are, of a 
clear. brown. colour, with flat nofes, beautiful white 
teeth,.and. large eyes.. ‘The Moors.look; whiter, 
and are of, middle ftature ;. they are not,natives of 
the country, but come from the defert of Sahara, 
and 
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and ferve as foldiers for their food and clo: athing. 
They can all ride well, and by their fkill and adivity 
keep the enemy in conftant employ. They refide 
in towns and villages in their own huts and houfes, 
but are in no eftimation with the natives: They 
take great pleafure in ftealing, but do not exercife 
their {kill in this art; for he whois found guilty of 
ftealine, receives a certain number of lafhes on the 
belly from the perfon whom he has robbed, and is 
then driven out of the country. The natives are 
a good tempered people, who will neither infult a 
ftranger, nor fuffer him to be infulted. Every one 
takes all poflible pains to entertain the franger 
svho addreffes him, and then to fet him on the right 
road, which they are itplptant attentive to, left 
the Moors fhould fall upon and rob the 'ftranger, 
or carry him off privately and fell him. “In their 
houfehold they are cleanly and fond of ‘order. 
Before any one goes to his work he fays his pray- 
ers, either in the open air’or in the témple: On 
bad weather they do no work in the fidlds thoug! 
it fhoeuld be neceflary, but ‘they are more given't 
agriculture than any of ‘thé nations thar I‘ had 
hitherto “vifited.

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When I left the town, on the 7th of April, Jo- 
haty gave me-two Moors for a guide, and ie 
fions for two days. We went to fee Nahga 
there was no perfon going thence to Metatalh. fy e 
ftaid tilb noon; and:had the good fortune to pro- 
cure a boat, into which we went with two travel- 
ling merchants who were going to ‘Tambucto. 
We failed againft the ftream, and came by night 
to Metatah.

On the roth in the morning, we fell in with.a 
horde of Muhojadenes: this ftrong and warlike 
nation inhabit a territory fifty miles in diameter.* 
They found here and. there fertile fpots in the 
fandy wafte,on whichthey raife gourds and millets. 
They have alfo goats which they procure in barter 
from the neighbouring, nations. ‘They, may be 
reckoned the matt refpectable of the inhabitants of 
the defart : with the Moors they are conitantly, at 
variance. At our arrival here they gave.us affitt- 
ance to unload our camels, fupplied the animals 
with water and forage, and fupplied ourfelves with 
curdled milk and water.

From the 2sth to the 30th, we came again into a 
fandy defert, with rocks here and there fcattered 


over it. We‘were paffing on in a melancholy 
Hh mood, 


wet 
He 
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mood, when we came to two brooks, which te 
our difappointment, were dry ; and for three 
Sia under a fcorching heat, we fuffered inex- 
preflible torments by thirft.. We hoped at lait to 
find the expected river, but were again miftaken, 
Faint and exhaufted we came, on the ft of June, 
in the evening, to fixty-four huts belonging to the 
kingdom of Watometh.* The leader of the cara- 
van, afked the villagers, whether , the; caravan 
might reft in fafety, and whether the cattle be: 
longing to it could’ have fodder. there ? the chief 
afked, whether he was to have a prefent ?; Hewas an- 
fwered that-he fhould, and that neither he nor his. 
people fhould be molefted by, us... He immediate- 
ly ordered-his people to bring water for our cattle, 
to previde them fodder, and to take off their,loads, 
All. -was.idone in great order... For the greater,fe; 
curity, our mott shane goods were.placed imfepa- 
rate huts. .When the cattle were fatished,.we 
were likewife afked to appeale, our hunnes and 

thir; but, our food was:from, our town ftores;

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and we were obliged to be content with very in- 
different water. Our leader alone was fupplied, by 
the people of the village, with meat and milk. 
Next day, twenty of the beft fhooters of our party 

vent out, and brought in fome oftriches, and a 
wolf to be drefled. We paffed this day of reft, 
futhciently to our fatisfaGion; forming a clofe 
friendfhip with the people by whom we were en- 
tertained. At noon we fet ourfelves in a row bes 
fore the huts, and were numbercd by the chief and 
afked for payment. Our leader then took out his 
purfe,”"and gave for each of us ten zimpo for 
the inhabitants of the village, and three zimpo, 
for the chief himfelf. When the money was di- 
vided, the inhabitants gathered round us, made 2 
fire, and danced about it. Our commander laid 
himfelf, down to fleep, but gave orders that fome 
men fhould keep watch, andthat thereftfhouldhold 
themfelves in readinefs to rife, and fight for their 
defence, at the firft fhot they fhould hear fired: 
On the third at day break, we left the village. 
‘We had not gone more than a few hundred paces, 
when it began to rain, and the wind grew tempes- 
tuous....We_ halted about half an hour ; and then, 
the {torm itil continuing, went back to the village, 
where the inhabitants were very glad to’ feevus. 
On the sth, the wind and rain ceafed. We then 
went on, over a chain of mountains extend. 
| Hha ing 
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ing. towards the weft; and had to fwim, at the: 
peril of our lives, over an arm of the river Sammpi, 
which was much fwollen by the rains. .We pailed 
the night under fhelter of a clump of trees, and 
early in the morning, proceeding along a {andy 
plain, we came to the boundary of the kingdom 
of Tomohata or Targa; where we were ordered 
by our leader to be on our guard, as we were 
about to encounter a rude and fierce nation. 
We had not travelled above another hour, when 
a troop of Moors came fuddenly upon us, and de- 
manded a prefent. Our leader faid, he would not 
refufe.a prefent, but would only give it ata village, 
and to the chief. They, thereupon, fired on us, 

cilled one of our camels and its two drivers, and 
were advancing upon us. We fired in our turn 
and. fome of them fell ; but their company did not 
give way. We fired three times, killed fome others 
of them, and brought them to halt, but not yet to 
fice. While we were confidering what. fteps to 
take, came a troop of Arabs, we had their refi- 
dence on a height at no ereat diftance. ‘The Moors, 
upon this took to flight ; they were cloathed only 
with rags, very like sae brethren whom I faw in 
one of the, kingdoms already mentioned. We bu- 
ried our dead friends in the fand, diftributed the 
burthen of the camel in equal portions upon 
the other camels, and DA Sac to the Arabian 
villages. 
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villaves. The people there told us, that it was 
not on our account they had come out, but 
that, when they heard the firing, they fuppoted 
that the Moors had. attacked a caravan of their 
own, which they expected to arrive with falt. 
We had brought the flefh of the flaughtered 
camel, and we now roaited it for our meal 
giving, at the fame time, a part to our hoits, 
by whom we were fupplied with milk and four. 
‘Vhe country around this village is exceedingly 
fruitful, affording dates and plum-trees, wild qua- 
drupeds and fowls in abundance. Men who are 
induftrious and active require no more. I faw 
here feveral birds called the wild Flagy, of different 
fizes. Enquiring concerning the Chief of. this 
country, I learned, that at the diftance ef a day’s 
journey was a village in which dwelt a King, who 
poilefled other villages, with the domain in which 
they ftood. ‘They knew here little of the other 
villages, but only of the King’s, to whom they 
paid a tribute, and were governed for him by an 
Emir, his.deputy... 1 was curious to fee this man, 
and found him +o be a very, old and a good man. 
When he heard that I had been attacked by the 
Moors, he called the horde together, and fent out 
a party to meet. the caravan which had ‘gone for 
falt. 
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lave been 


to the north-eaft, pete as we faw an immer me fand. 


The'direct road hence would proper! 


hill, where alfo we expected fome robbers ta be 
lodged; for our bende fafety we: turned to tlie 
north-weft. On the 8th we fet off, pafled through 
the beautiful plain, in which the village 1s fituated 
that we left, and on the right and left of our road 
found about three hundred feparate huts, but we; 
however,made no ftop till we came,in the evening, 
to stouhek horde of Arabians.’ We refted:only a 
few hours, for as the moon fhone'very clearly we 
marched ‘on, and wer aid lowed ‘by a: number. of 
lions; who feveral times feemed on the point of at- 
tacking us, but’ at the heat of day they lef us. On 
the bath at. mid-day our conductor thewed me) at 
a diftance a mountain, which, he told. me, was 
the border. mountain of my:country, and that 1 
fhould enter it on the next day. dlcwvak much furs 
prifed that this man ‘fhould mention my country, 
as a it were in the neigh ical but I. foon. re- 
éollected; that on’ my firit feeing him,1 had faid, 
et l«was agunmaker from Biledulgerid. en 
pondered in my mind, how I fhould conduct: my- 
felf-on entering into this country ; lcould not get 
rid of my'anxiety, though my hair, whichwas now 
quite frizzled, my long beard, and my complexion 
turned into a brown by the fun, fweat and dirt, 
made me look exactly like an African ; andl could 
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carcely m vfelf conjecture that Iwas aChriftian; a 
character whichno one would aflume who wi pie 
travel in-fafety in thefe'countries. The chief ob- 
itacle, however, was in my language » by which my 
comrades, as foon as we-came into Biledulgerid, 
would have difcovered the fraud, for I could nei- 


ther fpeak nor underftand the language of 11 
country. 
On thefe confi itions I made a refolution to 


e the caravan at a favourable opportunity, and 


to viol farther, either alone or with the caravans 
Ll might meet, and I made enquiries of feveral

camel leaders as tothe difpofition of the neighbour- 
ino’ nations: be Ol ah , however, obtain no certain, in-

tellizencey, for fomé defcribed them as a good fort 
of people, and others, on the contrary, as a nation 
of cruel robbers. We pafied the night inawood; 
when fome Arabians and Zuenzigans; who dwelt 
on the welt, vifited us, felling us milk:and)melons 
at a)very. low rate, and treating) us! inoa very 
friendly manner. My :'comrades informed me 
that the Zuenzigans were a poor, but.a very well 
difpofed ‘people ; that they’ had no fixed abodes, 
but refided chiefly to the weftward. fafked'a man 
of this nation, whether, if f were willing to travel 
into his country, to repair arms, I fhould be well 
received by his countrymen. Hereturned me no 
(oy Hh, anfwer, 
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anfwer, for he could not, as I perceived, underftand 
me; but he pointed to our conductor, fignifying 
that he underftood his language, and would inter. 
pret for us. In.the night T altered my plan, and 
proceeded on the 11th onwards with my com. 
pany. After a march of fix hours we arrived at 
the range of border mountains, which run from 
north-eaft to weft in a double range, of a fickle. 
formed fhape, inclofing the country.

They, 
indeed, felect’ from the olde among them ‘their 
Hmirs; who cannot, however, undertake any thing 
without ‘the ‘co-operation of the eldeft of their na- 
tion orcircle. — The Moorsare addicted to lazinefs, 

without either:agriculture or cattle, living either 
by 
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by robbery; or when fuch means fail, going inte 
the fervice of neighbouring piinces and chiefs, As 
to religion, the Arabians are Mahometans,: but it 
is not eafily afcertained to what religion the Moors 
and.the other nations belong. Their creeds and 
ceremonies. are a mixture of Mahometan, Jewith, 
and heathenifh doGrines and ceremonies; hence 
every one is ignorant, fuperiftitious, and led away 
by defigning priefts. Every fpecies of religion is 
tolerated, eafily taken up and as eafily laid down. 
Circumcifion prevails, almoft Qniverfally, and 
eenerally performed at the full moon. The moft 
common weekly day of ret here is Friday, but, 
as in moft.towns the market is held on this day, « 
is kept as with the Jews, = Fea on the Friday 
evening... On Saturdays devout. perfons.. never 
handle money, nor do bufinets of any kind. The 
priefts are poor, can poflefs neither herds. nor 
lands, but are. maintained by t their communities, 
They sun about the country, like. begging friars in 
Gatholi ic.countries, in queft of a maintenance, for 
which they educate the children, They alfo.em- 
ploy themfelves i in prophefying, telling fortunes, 
and. the like. , Neither priefts nor parents are per- 
mitted. to beat 4 a child, for this belongs only, to the 
oldelt ¢ OF grey headed. men. in the fay as, they 
fay that, d others beat.a child, they,w ould lofe 
its loye entir ae AS thefe orey- fies aded men, how - 
ever, 
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ever, from their weaknefs and age, had rather ftay 
in their Sa than run after children, many dif 
agreeable qualities are permitted, which the others 
cannot memes Thieving alone is excepted, which 
any perfons may punith, though it be fuppofed that 
em sis not occafioned by any bad difpofition in the 

hild, but by an evil fpirit. The children of the 
Moors are for the moft part inftructed in the art 
of writing. The prielts copy their letters, words 
or fentences chiefly out of the Koran, and as paper 
is very feavee and dear, they write on flates. 
Among thefe nations, which are without a King, 
the eldeit of the families or villages decide in alf 
cafes, but with this reftriction, that in weighty or 
criminal cafes the grey-headed men of feveral vil- 
es are called together, to concur in the fentence.

Alio, in'thofe parts where kings are allowed to

in moft parts of this great defert hofpitality is 
lefs exercifed than in the other n neighbouring coun= 
trics. If a traveller has money he muft pay ; as only 
poor and plundered travellers are taken care of for 
nothing. Near the hut of the elder and judge of 


a village, 


a village, ftand generally two huts, kept in good 

order by the community ; one for the traveller 
himielf; and the other for his horfes and cattle: 
each meniber of the community contributes to 
the judge, at certain times, meal or milk, or meat, 
or millet, or fomething or another for the’ufe of 
travellers. | Befides, ‘every traveller has a right to 
expect from the inhabitants of the firftt hut which 
he enters, milk, or in failure of it, water, and then 
he is conducted to the judge, where he may ftay 
four-and-twenty hours. Travellers without’ mo- 
ney are, however, alas! very il entertained; and 
fometimes driven inftantiy out of the village, often 
after a flay of a few pects but they are then con- 
duéted.to the next village or the next horde.’ “It

when.the whole houfeholdis aflembled. Thofe who 
have. employment in, the edd. pone at fun-rife, 
and end.at fun-fet. “The men go every day,. to 
the chace if the, weather permit,.,or .to. their 
trade, or fometimes to plunder. » Potters, fmiths, 
linen and filk-weavers are here to be found. Their 
clothes or mantles are wretchedly bad, which ac 
cording to the wealth or refpect of the wearer are 
long or fhort, edged with a broad or {mall border, 
On the head a turban is worn: about the feet 
leathern thongs are bound. Many of the women 
drefs. their hair. None ever takes his wife into. 
company, for the fexes are kept conitantly apart. 
On folemn feftivals, the women cannot appear at 
the plays or dances till the fun is gone.down. Un- 
married women can only in the day take part in 
fuch amufements. 


Every where the,.;women are very. flavifhly 
treated; and muft not eat with their hufbands, but 
can only get. what is left by them and their children, 
from which alfo they muft give the flaves their. 
portions. A-.man may marry .as many wives as 
he pleafes; but.adultery, on the part, of the wo- 
man,/is-punifhed. with, death. Divorces are not

allowed; unlefs the woman be barren, in which cafe 
fhe has the right of taking back what fhe brought 
intd the seit ‘ina to form another matrimonial 
connection. The fons poflefs the mheritance of 
their fathers s, the girls that of their mothers. If 
on the death of a man there are no fons, his mhe« 
ritance goes to the next male relations; that of the 
wife to the next female relations. If both parents 
die, and leave children under age, they fall'with 
the inheritance into the guardianihip of the next 
of kin, or in failure of fuch relations, to the pudge 


of the place. 


Their chief riches confit of goats and theep, of 
which fome poflefs from two to three hundred. 
Only on high feftivals one of their cattle is’ flainy 
for example, at a circumcifion, a marriage, a/re- 
joicing day, and the like.’ Goats and fheep that 
have died a natural death, are alfo eaten. ‘The: pro- 
duce of the ground is kept, after harveft, in maga 
zines under ground, and covered with palm feaves 
and earth. In many parts thefe magazines are in 
common; the judge has the infpection overthem, 
and makes the divifion of the whole provilions. 
They deliver nothing into them, take nothing euty 
the fick and the children excepted. What remains 
at the end of the year is fold, and’ the money 
arifing from the fale, is divided proportionally. A

and.fo in fucceflion; for during the time of. eat- 
ing, the diffi and the fpoon are never cleaned. 


When we had pailed over the top of this range 
of mountains, we faw two other ranges, one of 
which runs from north-eaf to fouth, the other 
from north to weft... The way was: very. bad, 
fometimes we had to clamber over fharp -rocks, 


at other. times leap over clefts, and we met-with 


many other difiiculties; Cn the thirteenth we 
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came to avalley, which was 
under water, and we were up to insour knees in 
going th HSS it. In the hg! places was ) very 
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fine grafs, on which our cattle leepadiumads and he 
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On the. 13th, in the afternoon, we reached 
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Mathhy, tue. urit bordervillage, con fiftine -of an 
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hundred huts, and about twenty miferable. houfes. 


In the brit lived Arabians,. in. the fecond Moors 
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before us, were itul fome. immenfe forelts, lie 
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ing.with wild beaits, and abounding with ferpents: 
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Vhe inhabitants of the borders refemble.the Moors. 
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and the Arabians ofthe defert,in refj pect of man- 
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ners and cuitoms.. They feem however -to, have 
no religion, .. Some en beltow, too, great 
enco- 
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encomiums on this people; when they defcribe 


them as mild and well difpofed; and Mungo Park, 
in particular, celebrates RG fame in a manner 
which they do not deferve. 


The inhabitants of Biledulgerid near the borders, 
are free and independent; but thofe whofe refi- 
dence is within the country, are mere flaves to 
their LiGESS whom they mutt ferve with limbs and. 
life. They are fimple and ftupid, o fering themfelves 
up willingly to their chiefs, for the ne of a good 
riame: but they bear their mifery and flavery with 
mildnefs and good temper. Some geographers 
call this land fruitful, but I muft maintain the di- 
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rect contrary. In the eaft and fouthern parts there 
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are defarts and rocks ; in the weft, nes of fand 


hills and barren heaths. Here and there only, are 
fome fruitful feots; which are cultivated by the 
inhabitants. The woods to the north produce date; 
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palm; and tamarind trees, but part of them belong 
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to Tripoli;’2 and their produce can iupply but a finall 
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part ot rae inhabitants with fruit. Here are wild 
beafts’ in abundance, but tame ones are fcarce, 
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chanved;in the following manner: the provitions 
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sl: on the top, as on a flag-ftaff. © “The in- 
Rae of the itd who want provitions, on 
feeing it, come together and purchafe or trafic for 
the fruit on fale. The infpectors, who are “there, 
raife a tax both on the fruit which 1s fold,“ and on 


een r. 1 1 . 
whatfoever 1s bought or exch ane red forit. Ifboth 


parties are contented the bufinefs foon ends. Skins, 
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hides, oftrich feathers, and camels hair are brought 
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to the great towns and there expofed ‘to fale.” “In 


the market-places, as in Europe, there are tents and 
booths. In the former, fruits, colours, corn, and 
are fold; the latter ‘are provided* with 
ns, oftrich feathers, andivory. ‘The po- 
pulation of the Muffulmen, who are the proper inha- 
bitants or nattves of th ce country, is not coniider- 
able; and it feems, that the barrennefs of the’ coun- 
try extends itfelf to the human fpecies :° for there 
are few families here with more than two children. 


When war breaks out, all the male capable of bear- 
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Moors and Arabians, who levy a determinate num: 
ber of troops and “are excufed ;° the” firlt, “be- 
eaufe in times of peace they ‘are tor the moft part 
under arms, and detend the country againft rob-

As we had. predetermined to go on to Hatynaji, 
we foon fet off again, andywent over a fand hill, 
which: from the late:rains was as hard as*ice; and 
covered with a wet greafy duft, on which wera 

ereat rifque of fliding and falling down. At fun- 


fet we reached Hatynajis and patied the nightin a 
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caravan houte, This om contains‘ about 
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hundred houfes and huts, and is fituated in a fruit 
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ful country, a league irom the river Coemtani. 
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From the 16th to the 19th, during conitant rain 
and wind, we pafled over a high mountain, and 
faw nothing of mnportance, excepting fome mifer- 
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able viliaces. Near fteep mountains, andon barren 


plains, we faw here and therefome palm-trees 3 ‘and 
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On. the 19th at mid-day we came to the little 
town:.of, Evyfach, but: found none af the con- 
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etideavoured to frighten me by all forts of 
fpeeches, but I paid no attention th them, and

They offered alfo'to take'me with them, as they 
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brought me in the evening a powder, whicl 

when he was gone, I ftuck under my be as 
I placed no confidence in-him, J did not take it: 
On the ninth, four armed Moors came to the 
houfe on hhagtsbacdel with a led horfe, and afked 
my hoft whether I was awake. He anfwered, 
that I could not fet off fo early in the morning, as 
he had given me fome phyfick to take: The Moors 
not being fatisfied with this anfwer; two of them 
difmounted and came into the yard; and as the 
Jew attempted to puth them out, they drew their 
fabres; the Jew then ran away, and they came to 
the hovel, and called out to me to follow then. I 
did fo, but was held back by the Jew, who now 
hurried up to me, and afked me what I was doing: 
I am going away, | replied. . | have paid you for 
every day, what more can you defireof me? You

He now feized me by the arm, and would have led 
me back again ;. but the Moors would not permit 
him, and added menaces. , This, however) dic 
prevent him from holding me faft, and the better 
to Keep me, he feized me by the hair.)

Moors, Jews, and Muffulmen live together. “As 


foon as I came into the public or caravan houfe, 


I threw myfelf down on the ground, entirely over- 
come silt fat icue. My comrades ihetikd into 


converfation for fome time with the hoft, who was 
an yv\rabian; he brought me a dith of young date 
apt and afked me, what my difeafe was, and

vhether 2 expetied to recover my health again. 
I replied, that I fhould foon recover, with good 
lodging and reft. He examined me for fome 
time, and then left me. From feveral circum- 
tances I conje€ture, that the Moors had an in- 
clination to fell me here ; but as the hoft found an 
objection in my ilnefs, they could not come to an 
asreement. A female flava brought a heap of 
palm leaves, on which I laid myfelf down, and 
fell quietly afleep, without any fort of care about 
my future deftiny. In the morning the fever 
came! on me again very violently, and ‘as I was 
tormented with thirft,‘I ran into the hoft’s room 
to feek for’ water ;-—here I faw a difh of | four 
milk, which L inftantly feized, a1 Sui from my tor- 
ture, emptied italmoft completely. On returning 

back to ithe couch my fever ui ‘me, and inthe 
for this time it quitted «me entirely.) I'had: to 
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thank the four milk alone for my recovery, and I 
was heartily glad to get rid thus of my mifery. 
I muft add h ere, that the villages and places which 
I pafled Liroton from the borders hither were 
ae blican, and did not pay taxes to any prince,

ravelling onward on the 11th, we paffed by fe- 
veral Shee belonging to the prince Akumba, 
Mahomed, very ill built, and with feemingly very 
poor sctheaieaten Baoan thefe villages we 
found fome Arabian hords, in which I every 
where remarked great poverty. Bad as the coun- 
try is, for it Is every where covered with fand hills, 
with only here and there a few date-trees ; the 
population is very great, and from twenty to thirty 
villages are {een in a day’s journey. We pafled 
the night with an Arabian horde, confifting, as 

1, of three thoufand perfons, and which is 
the largeft in this country. Their-Emir refides in 
his own palace, a half day’s journey off to the 
north, On the 12th we afcended a part of the

chain of mountains, twelve days journey in length,

covered 
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covered with forefts, and filled with tygers, lions, 
wolves; and other wild beafts, which make the 
paflage very unfafe, and here particularly great 
Herd: of elephants are feen. My guides, whe 
were born and bred in this country, faid, that they 
had never heard of any one who had paffed 
through this woody range, from fouth-eaft to 
north-weft, as every one was in dread of the nu- 
merous monfters to be found in the journey; and 
if any one had attempted it, he would moft affur- 
edly have been torn to pieces by ravenous beatts, 
Before we reached the little {pot adjoining to this 
range, my guides ftood {till in terror, expecting 
every moment a herd of wild beafts, but we faw 
nothing except a few hundred porcupines, and 
other {mall animals. We now arrived at a vat 
lake, deriving its waters from the mountains, and 
on the fouth fide a river flowing from it, named by 
the Moors Serobago, or Mountain River. Leav- 
ing the lake on one fide, we aan ina few 
hours, juit as it was dark, Tinefalb: here it was 
intended to fell me, and not to convey me to T 
gorarin, which lies two leagues farther off. We 
took up our lodgings at the public-houfe, and 
found there tolerable entertainment. Three of my 
guides went out, as I obferved, to fee whether 
they could fell me; one remained with me, and 
talked of our farther journey, probably to lull me 
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into fecurity. An hour after the other three came 
back, and foon made known their intentions, for 
one of then faid, “ You may ftay here, and to- 
morrow you fhall have fome work,”  Notasa 
flave, however,” I replied. ‘* No, no,” was the 
anfwer, When I rofe in the morning, two ef my 
guides led me to an inhabitant of the village, who 
afked me, from what country I came, and what 
work I could do. I replied that I was born a 
fabjeét of the king of Haoufla, and travelled 
as a carpenter and joiner, and gun-maker. After 
fome converfation, the man afked me, whether I 
had recovered my health, and whether my fa- 
ther was aMoor. I affented to both queftions.— 
«© Good,” faid he,” then ftay with me, and I will 
give you employment.” Meal and milk were 
now brought to me; my guides carried away 
two goats and two fheep, and took leave of us. 
After [had eaten my new hoft, who was now 
my mafter, as well as a carpenter and flave-dea- 
ler, ordered me to look out for fome pieces of 
good timber, and to make fomething asa proof 
of my expertnefs. I looked out for fome pieces, 
and went into the workfhop, where I found a 
large broad hatchet, two great chiffels, two 
borers, fome knives, like fhoemakers-knives, and 
a faw. With thefe inftruments I made a little 
clofet, with four fhelves, with which, as I eafily 
{aws 
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faw my mafter, who was a mere houfe-carpenter, 

was very much pleafed. Guns were now brought 
to me, which I repaired, to the great fatisfaCtion of 
their poffeffors. Good eating and drinking I had 
in plenty, but no money; for my mafter kept that 
io himfeif, but did not let me perceive that I was 
his flave. I made fome childrens’ coaches, fome 
running chairs, for little children, litle feats and 
the like, and could fee that my hoft was well 
paid for my work ; for example, he fold a child’s 
coach for two good fheep. 


On the 13th of February 1790, he brought four 
young female flaves into his houfe, and took them 
onthe 20th to Omozab *. Forthis journey he took 
me with him, without faying that I fhould not return 

again, but merely pretended that I fhould ferve 
asa guard. He gave me his gun; I went be- 
hind, and he himfelf rode on before. When we 
had gone about a league, the roungeft and pret- 
tieft of the flaves looked at me ce times with 
a moft piteous afpect, but I did not underftand 
her figns , and after going another half league, fhe 
could walk no hens tuit fet herfelf on the fand;

* A little town in the kingdom of Mezzab, a day’s journey 


from Mezzabath, a town on the river Oniwoh. 
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and fhewed me her feet, which were fore from the 
fand over which we had been travelling, I called 
out to my mafter that if he did not ride flower, 
this flave would perifh, and that I fhould for my 
own pleafure go flower. This fo incenfed him, that 
he advanced towards me, and threatened that if I 
either ftaid behind, or attempted to run away, he 
would fhoot me dead on the fpot. “ You thall 
firft be fhot yourfelf.” faid I, pretending to be 
very angry. I had fearcely pronounced thefe 
words, when he began to change his tone; he 
then difmounted, placed the female flave on the 
Jaddle, walked very flowly by my fide, offered me 
a piece of turtle, and behaved in a very friendly 
manner. 


About noon we arrived at a village, where he 
procured plenty of vituals and milk for us, and, 
afteran hour’s ftay, we were ordered to proceed. 
When it began to grow dark, we croffed the Ri- 
ver Oniwoh, in a boat conftruéted of eight planks, 
fimilar to what is called a flying ferry-boat, drawn 
from one fide to the other by means of a rope 
ftretched acrofs the river. We entertained fome 
hopes that our mafter would now ftop, but in this 
we were deceived, and were obliged to continue 
on our way till midnight, when we arrived at 
Cartoh, a beautiful village, inclofed on one fide 


with 


witha wall. W 
tined for the ufe of the car 
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twelve or fourteen years of age, was exchanged 
for three fheep. As it rained all the next morn- 
ing, we halted fome time, and then continued our 
journey, through feveral villages, till the anaes 
day, when we reached Cofjahata. Here we we 
again obliged to crofs the river already dcocedl 
and having arrived, towards evening, at Omozab, 
ve had to feria’ it once more. Omozab is a neat 
little town, confifting of about three hundred 
houfes, and ihirty or forty huts; the Jatter ftanding 
by themfelves on the north fide of the town, anc 
inhabited by Arabs and Jews. At this place, to 
my great furprife, I was exchanged. for three 
fheep and a horfe, and became the prop 
Muffulman, who was a merchant. I 
curfed my old mafter, and much more the deceit- 
ful Moor; but this repining did not better my 
fituation, and I was forced to fubmit to my fate 
Fortunately, however, I found my new matter to 
be a good-natured, worthy man, who, although

a Mahometan, efteemed and refpetted all, even 


thofe who were not of his own baligigas and he 


rewarded fuch of his flaves as diligently ¢ c<ecuted 

his commands. On the anh day he eee od me 
Van a poe 

in the following manner: ‘You are a Chriftian, 
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but I will not hurt yowon that account; I bought 
you at a‘high price, but I fhall not regret my bar- 
gain if you are diligent, and behave as yowought ; 
nay, if, after fome time, I find you to be an ho- 
neft man, I will provide ire es in. fuch a man- 
ner as youhave but little idea of at prefent.” His 
friendly afpect, and mild manner of fpeaking, as 
well as his kind behaviour towards the other 
flaves, entirely gained my affection, and made me 
refolve to render myfelf deferving of his care and 
attention. A {mall cottage was afligned me where 
Icould once more fleep consffia Rid in the con- 
fidence that I was in the hands of a worthy man, 
On the next day the merchant afked me whether 
T had tools proper for repairing firesarms; Ifhewed 
him the few I poffeffed, and told him [had been 
robbed of the reft. He immediately conducted 
me to the houfe of a perfon who dealt in ‘tools, 
and ordered me to take fuch as I wanted. ‘This 
day he would ie) permit me to doany work, but 
on the next I took his beft piece, repaired it, and 
Hut It/m the beft order pofftble. “As:my matter 
now perceived that I was an expert workman, 
and that my labour would produce him confider- 
able profit, he became {till more kind t6 me; an ‘

lived with this worthy mana year and t

We departed, 
on the 3d of May 1791, travelled thtough a wood, 
and acrofs fome vallies, and, in the evening, arriv- 
ed at Mezzabath. Thisis a handiome and rather a 
large town, on the River On iwoh, confifling of 
about a thoufand houfes, fome of them tolerably 
good, and others very indifferent, the whole 
arranged in three principal ftreets, with few 
crofs ftreets. The dais are fixty feet wide, 
raifed near the buildings, but low in the middle. 

The ftreets are thus formed, oi n order that the river,

my horfes, and giving them fodder, this perfon, 
with the concurrence of the landlord, took.away 
the tyger’s fkin which contained our money, and 
hid itin a corner.

He defired 
me to go about my bufinefs, faying that he had 
fomething elfe to do than to watch my bag. I 
now became extremely uneafy, ran up and down, 
in the greateft diftrefs, enquiring for my bag of 
every one I met, and, at length,feeing my mafter’s 
friend, Iafked him alfo.—But he, inftead of an 
anfwer, gave me a blow on the head, and threa- 
tened that he would order his flaves to give me 
the baftinado. This put me out of temper, ef

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weitward, 18 in many places fertile, and in others 
barren; but itisin general wellinhabited. As far 
as the Innahy or rainy mountains, which lie in the 
centre of the kingdom: of Morocco, and are from 
fouth to north, ten days journey in length, and one 
in breadth, we every day met with villages and 
cottages, particularly near the rivers}: where we 
found good patture for the cattle. Six refting days 
excepted, we had travelled eight-and-twenty days 
and three nights fucceflively, when we arrived 
on the 11th of O&ober, at Azafia. 


The empire of Morocco is one of the moft 
beautiful and fertile countries upon earth, but is 
not cultivated, as we might expect it to be, under 
a milder government. The defpotifm and ca- 
pricious humour of the emperor proves an infur- 
mountable bar to any efforts which the f{pirit of 
induftry might produce a nong the natives, and 
reduces them to a ftate of indolence and indiffe- 
rence, bordering upon apathy. He who, by his 
provident and fuccefsful labour, has improved 
the foil which he cultivates, is on that very account 
deemed, as it were, obnoxious, and is forced to 
contribute in alarger proportion. Let the harveft 
be ever fo abundant, the farmer muft {carcely hope 
to retain a bare fufficiency for the fupport of him- 
felf and family. Either the emperor in perfon, or 

L 1 his 
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his rapacious prefects, take every thing to them- 
felves, and even employ force when the arts of 
cunning and fraud fail in obtaining their pur- 
pofes. The prefent emperor, it is faid, 1s not of fo 
cruel and ferocious a temper as his. predeceffor 
was, yet a day feldom paffes in which fome unfortu- 
nate wretch is not executed by his orders, or even 
put to death by his own hands... The cruelty of this 
barbarian is neverihelefs endured with the greateft 
patience ; and the deluded victims even efteem 
themfelves fortunate when they learn that they are 
to fuffer by the emperor’s own hands; indeed they 
revere him as a defcendant of the great prophet, 
and confider all his commands as the decree of 
heaven. In the wildeft and moft unexplored re- 
gions of Africa, men more ftupid and ignorant 
are no where tobe found than in this empire. 


As every male above the age of fifteen years, 
muft ferve as a foldier, when called upon, the em- 
peror has it in his power to raife-an’ army. of 
200,000 men within a few days; but little depen- 
dence can, however, be placed on. fuch troops, 
as moft of them, the moors excepted, areraw, and 


undifciplined. 


The emperor’s body guard confifts of, fix hun- 
dred: moorifh horfemen, who have been aceuftom- 


ed 


{ 
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ed to enjoy every ‘poffible privilege, and who, in 
return, are eae of every kind of ex en: and bru- 
tality. The fupren ee is lodged in the hands 
of the governors, but in inferior ae fubordinate 


magiftrates or officers rule according to their own 
pleafure ; the emperor feems to give himfelf very 
little trouble about them, or their proceedings, 
provided they treat his fubje&ts with fufficient 
harfhnefs, and rigour. When a fubje& ventures 
to conceal any of his effects, or any part of his 
grain, after it has once been demanded inthe name 
of the emperor, or a governor, and’ perfifts in 
denying that he has any, fhould the effects or grain 
happen afterwards to be difcovered in his poflef- 
fion, the poor man is forthwith adjudged to have 
forfeited his life and property ; nay he muft con- 
fider it asa great favour, if the punifhment be 

y* putting him im irons for life, and by 
tis family out of the country. 


The Mahometan priefts, who are not very nue 
merous in this country, frequently perpetrate, vith 
impunity, the moft horrid a€ts of infamy, injuftice, 
and murder. 


It is acomnion pra€tice among them, to carry

the Koran about’ ‘with them, and they with it to 
be-'thought' that’ they employ. great care im the 
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fiidy of it. ‘They exhort the people to attend 


prayers, and to follow the precepts of that book ; 
they run three times a day, to the mofque, and 


like the priefts of Baal, bellow as if. defirous; to 
awake the Deity, whom they pretend to adore, out 
of a profound fleep. The prophet too is implored, 
that he may fuffer his fon the emperor to reign 
Jong on the earth; but their real aim is not to 
preach morality, much lefs to enlighten the peo- 
ple; on the contrary, theironly wifh is to ftrengthen 
themfelves in their own authority, and fecure an 
unlimited afcendancy over the publicmind. ‘They 
appear to pray, however, with great fervour and 
devotion when imploring God and the, prophet to 
deftroy the infidels, and caufe. them. to perifh. 
They employ themfelves feyeral, times daily. in 
inftructing youth, but) their leflons tend only to 
ftifle the fuggettions of reafon in the, young, mind, 
and to imprefs a flavith fear of the prophet, and of 
themfelves, whom they would have them confider 


as his fervants. 


Polygamy is common in this country, it is not 
wnufual with the Moors: to have from.four to, fix 
wives atatime, but they as frequently find oppor- 
tunities of getting rid of them. When the wife 
of a moor.dies fuddenly, no enquiry is made re- 
fpeGting the caufe, and if any one fhould come 
forward

forward to prove'that'murder has been committed 
onthe deceafed, he would not obtain a hearing, 

When a moor thinks fit toafk in marriage the 
daughter of a working tradefman,: fhe muft be 
inevitably delivered’ up to him, unlefs her rela- 
tions chufe to run the rifk of having their houfes 
plundered, or of being themfelves fecretly aflafh- 
nated. The women are obliged to live very re- 
clufe in feparate apartments. 


Among the firft clafs of inhabitants, confifting 
of merchants, priefts, officers, and the like, fome 
men of integrity, and of a liberal turn.of; mind 
may be met with, but the greateft part may be 
termed with propriety” bafe © and. unprincipled 
villains, efpecially the priefts and the officers; who 
are extremely treacherous and malignant. «The 
merchants ‘are obliged’ to’ pay the tenth part :of;all 
merchandize asa tax to theemperor, orshis gover. 
nors, and they muft alfo pay a capitation tax,.a 
war tax, and a tax for their personal fafety * ; be- 
fidés thefé ufual taxes, freexcontributions; as pre- 
{ents to'the emperor, are’ very frequently demanded, 


pa 
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* This tax is levied by the governor, who provides a guard 


to protect the merchants warehoufes during ‘the night, F 
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and in addition to all thefe:1mpofts, every one 
muft pay a certain regular tax for the fupport of 
the priefts. 


Jews are neither permitted to follow any ‘trade, 
nor poffefs property, but they are forced; like pub- 
lic flaves, to —perform the loweft menial fervices, 
and to endure the hardeft treatment, without daring 
to complain. 


The town of Azafia is about one-fourth as large 
as the city of Morocco; it is handfomely built, 
and carries on a ‘confiderable trade, which is like- 
wife daily increafing. It is faid that between 
eighty and ninety foreign fhips, laden with mer- 


_chandize, come to anchor annually in the road: 


My matter poffeffed eight negroe flaves,;and two 
moorifh fervants; who ‘were not fubje€ted to'hard 
or cruel treatment, as’no'more labour was reqitir- 
ed of them than they ‘could perform’ by moderate 
exertions. was entrufted with the care of four 
horfes and three camels, and although ‘I received 
the fame‘ allowance ‘as’ the ‘reft of the’ flaves) T 
was almoft daily provided with other difhes'by my 
mafter.. He was much pleafed with my diligence ; 
Irépaired'two' faddles and the furniture belong- 
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ing ‘to them as well as I could; I dreffed the 
leather, fuch as is commonly ufed here for. fi- 
milar purpofes, with afhes and falt, and made it 
pliable with fat taken from fheep’s tails; I like- 
wife repaired all the fire-arms which were in the 
houfe, and fuggefted a number of improvements 
inmy mafter’s domeftic ceconemy. 


When I firft entered-into his fervice I received 
the common flave-drefs, confifting of a blue fhirt, 
blue ftriped trowfers, and a coarfe. woollen cloak, 
but I was foon defired to lay thefe afide, and my 
matter made me a prefent of fome half-worncloaths, 
among which was a good cloak. 


When my matter travelled to other towns I ge- 
nerally accompanied him, and on thefe occafions 
was treated. by him as his. intimate friend; Ien- 
joyed. the fame fare, flept on, the fame. fort of 
couch, and tranfaéted bufinefs for, him in. the 
courfe of his commercial affairs. 


Qn_ this occafion I could not but. recollect the 
tales of thofe who pretended to have been flaves in 
this country, and who fpoke of nothing but the fe- 
vereft.and-moft crue! treatment... I muft, however, 
beg leave to contradiét them, as | had many .oppor- 
tunities of obferving, that faithful and diligent Chrif- 
L 1 4 tian 
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tian flaves are often treated here with: great. le- 
nity. When I had remained almoft a year im this 
place, my mafter took me with him on board a 
Spanifh veffel, which had» lately arrived, that I 
might, with’ the affiftance of other flaves, carry 
home fuch goods as he might purchafe.- As foon 
as Thad fet my foot on the deck I was furrounded 
by feveral of the officers and foremaft men, who 
afked me a number of queftions, but-finding that 
I was unacquainted with their language, they 
called in a failor who underftood the Englifh and 
Dutch, and who on this occafion feryed as an inter. 
preter. The officers defired him to’ demand of 
me whether I was a Chriftian? How [came to be 
a flave? How long I had been here ? and if Thad 
any defire to be fet at liberty? I anfwered their 
firft queftions agreeably to truth, and “in~ reply to 
ihe latter, told them that I had no reafon’ to be 
diffatisfied with my fituation, as I was treated by 
my mafter more like a friend or relation, than a 
flave. My mafter, who was ftanding clofe to the 
captain, and at a little diftance from me, was high- 
ly pleafed to hear me thus exprefs my affection and 
efteem for him. When the officers and forematt- 
men found that they could make'no ampreffion 
upon’ me in refpect to changing/my>religion, the

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fhip’s chaplain approached, and attempted ‘to per-

fuade me, by reprefenting that I could not openly 
profefs my own religion here, and had therefore 
much better throw myfelf on the

nerofity of the 
Spaniards. Yo this prieft I returned no anfwer, 
but advanced towards my matter. The prieft {till 
accofted: me, and offered me fome beads to fay 
my prayers by: but on -refufing to accept them, 
He branded meas aheretic, undeferving of the kind 
intentions they had exprefled towards me. My 
mafter feemed highly delighted with my beha- 
viour, and promifed to reward me at. a proper 
time. » I fhould -have been very willing to-depart 
with an Englith, French, Dutch, Danith, or Swe- 
difh; veffel, but the Spaniards and Portuguefe | 
detefted, as I was no ftranger to their illtreatment 
of redeemed flaves in.; general, and efpecially: of 
fuch,as are Proteftants, 


The-next: day about-noon, my .mafter charged 
both-his.free fervants:to-confider- me -héreafter not 
as a flave, but. as. thett:comrade; land they-were 
orderedal fo» to «give mea fhare sof the. prefents 
which they received at-different times.) his:was 
far from being agreeable to them, and they.there- 
fore made. it'theirftudy to impede me inymy.occu- 
pations, and to harafs me by every means they could, 
on every occafion; but I patiently fubmitted to 

this 
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this: treatment, as thinking myfelf happy in the 
favour of my mafter, One day one ofthefe fellows 
gave me fuch a violent blow om the head, that 
the blood gufhed from my nofe and mouth} even 
this treatment I intended to bear with. patience, 
to avoid drawing upon myfelf the hatred of other 
Moors ; but it fo happened, that my mafter, afew 
minutes after, entered our room, and feeing the 
blood flow, afked what had happened? I then 
informed ‘him what I had-been obliged to fuffer 
for fume time paft, and of the blow I had juft re+ 
ceived. The narrative did not fail to excite my 
mafter’s indignation ; he immediately laid hold:of 
the offender, and after correfting him with a ftick 
as long as he had any dirength remaining, ‘turned 
him out of doors. 


In the fpace of a year and four monthsI had faved 


feventy Spanifh dollars from the prefents whichsI

now and then-received when LT ha ad commiffions to 
ake Sie I always did punctually, efpecially 
on, board; the French fhips, and at:the>Frénch 


ioufes.. Among the Europeans lL chad 


gained many friends, particularly a Mr. Le Creger, 


belonging to a French mercantile houfe, who, on 
Fridays, when had leave to vifit him) for ai few 
hours, entertained:me with news: from Europe. 
‘There were fome other French gentlemen; who 
had

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had-arrived here in the year 1793, and had obtain_ 
ed leave to fettle here, among whom was a M. de 
Fabre, who refided fix months in my matter’s 
houfe, and who teftified much friendfhip for me ; 
he treated me. without referve, gave me good ad- 
vice, made me prefents of old cloaths, and when 
he guitted: our houfe, prefented me with a louis 


d’or. 


In the month of November, 1796, an Englith 
veflel, and ina few days after, a Dutch one, under 
Pruffian: colours, arrived in the roads. I was 
obliged to go on board both thefe veflels on my 
mafter’s bufinefs, but particularly the latter, where 
I faw a.number of Frenchmen, belonging to the 
fhip. Captain Grade, the commander, a native 
of Flanders, laid me under many obligations, often 
conyerfed with me, enguired into my circum- 
ftances,: and took every opportunity of fpeaking 
to others in my favour.. As I generally went on 
board twice a day, I foom became acquainted with 
the:Dutch failors and the mate; and they offered 
to:take me to Europe, if I would quit my fitua-

tion as a flave,/and purchafe my liberty. 


The mate, whofe name was Manke, a native 


f Zwoll, repeated the offer, as often as I came 
b 


on board, and oppofed many arguments, to my 


wilh 
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with! of ftaying a little longer with my mafter , 


ring, that in cafe of his mafter’s death, TI 
might fall in the hands of ‘fome fellow, of a brutal 
difp ofition, or that FT might be flandered, and 


rendered miferable by Misses oreven by my fellow 
flaves. I ferioufly refle€ted for a few days, on 
the arguments he made ufe of; and at length 
told him, that I had refolved to accompany him 
to Europe, if he would take the trouble to afk 
my mafter, what fum he required for my liberty. 
This he did the very next day, when he came 
to our houfe, in company with the captain, “wha 
had feveral accounts to fettle with my mafter. 


After their commercial’ matters “were “ad- 
he proceeded to afk’ my matter, what 


fm he would take for ny rafifom? His anfwer was, 


that hitherto, I had fhewn no defire to return to’ 
my own country, but that iff now felt’ an tmeli- 
nation to go, he would not be ‘the’ means of 
ae me. IJ was then calle ed-in, and ‘afked, 
if I had any defire to return to my native country? 
8 ba «That I fhould’ have “no objection” to 
end my-days where I was, proviced, I could be 
affured..my, parents were not alive; but as it was 
natural to think, they mutt. be extremely uneafy, 
refpecting my fate, an inclination to return. to 
Europe existed in my breaft; and therefore T re- 
he would grant me my liberty.”

200 * mardens or piafters.”, I fhook my head, and 
told him, that as it was out of my power to raifle 
fuch_a fum, I fhould be obliged to remain fome 
time longer; but the captain and the mate, after 
fome. further converfation, promifed to call on 
me again in the afternoon, and try what could be 
done. I immediately replied, that if I could pur- 
chafe my, liberty with my own money, I would 
go with them; but that I would not accept of any 
advance from them, as I fhould then, in order to 
repay that fum, find myfelf under the neceflity 
of entering, for fome years,into the Dutch fervice, 
which I thought far below that of my good mat- 
ter. They defired me to confider the matter, and 
departed, promifing to return in the afternoon. 
I now thought no more about my liberty, as I 
was determined not to be redeemed with the 
money. of ftrangers: but in an hour after, a Dutch- 
man.of diftinGtion, came to the houfe, and called

year in the city, in no public character, but feemed 
to be a fecret agent of the French republic. He 
informed my mafter, that a Dutch captain anda 
mate had juft called upon him, of whom he*had 
learned, that I withed to return to Europe, if: I 
could raife the money fufficient for my redemp- 
tion; that he intended to. redeem me from 
flavery, and was ready to advance- the money 
expected. My mafter then fent for me, and men- 
tioned to me, in prefence of this gentleman, whofe 
name was Van der Haft, what had been propofed. 
} thanked the gentleman refpectfully ; but added, 
that my intention was to purchafe my liberty; at 
a future day, by my own induftry, that I might 
not be under the obligation, to ferve my deliverer 
fora term of years, and perhaps, be forced at laft 
to go to America, or to the Cape; and that, be- 
fides, Ifhould be deemed:a deferter, and punithed 
as fuch, if I arrived in Holland, without having 
completed’ my fervice to the: companys After 
fome remarks, this gentleman-informed me, that 
the company had) very little authority at prefent; . 
and that the: money he intended to: pay :for my 


alone; that he made mea prefent of it, and>would 
give me ample fecurity in writing, that no. man 


living thould ever have it in his power to trouble:

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me, on account of my redemption. I wasigreatly 
aftonifhed at what I heard, but remained doubt: 
ful, and not perfeGl ly fatished in my mind, ay 
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hecitins that he might have fome private views 
but when my mafter himfelf appeared to take

pleafure in the good fortune which had befallen 
me, and began to perfuade me to accept the of- 


fered donation, I returned the mof r “ef etful and 
fincere thanks to my benefactor, and embraced 
his kind offer. He immediately paid down the 
ranfom, wrote the promifed indemnity, and re- 
turned me my own feventy dollars, which I had 
offered him in part of payment, wifhed me a 
profperous voyage, and took his leave 


In the afternoon, the captain returned, and 
enquired, whether I intended to..perfift in my 
intention of ftaying. I related to him what bad 
happened; but he diflembled, and pretended he 
had not the leaft knowledge of my benefactor : 


when I mentioned, however, that my deliverer had 


told me his name, he could no longer deny, that 
it was through his means, that my fituation had 
been: made known to*him. In the mean time, 
he defired me to prepare myfelf to go: on board, 
as he propofed to fail at the expiration of thre 

days... My mafter then made me a prefent of fome 
mats, dried: meat, flour; old clothes, and other 
1] ai ticles 
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‘arry me to my ise land, tears all the while 
a ng copioufly from his eyes. As the wind 
was contrary, we could not fail inftantly , but no 
time was loft, Roe every preparation was made 
for our departure. The whole fhip’s company, 
including officers, confifted of thirty-four perfons.

Near Cadiz, we encountereth another heavy gale, 
and were likewife.detained by an Englith frigate, 
the officers of which fearched our veffel kith 
great ftrictnefs, They found nothing: to authorife 
them to capture the wefoh but they took two men 
out of the fhip, who. had { formerly been in the 
Englith fervice. 


After this period, wehad much bad weather, 
ain and fnow fucceeded each othe: and we 
were e3 xpofed to a great deal of f atigu e.

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minations commence, that coaft, Madagafcar ex- 
cepted, is one of the leaft known parts of the 
earth. 

I have availed myfelf in this line, as well as I 
could, of Mr. ArrowsmituH’s two maps of the 
world; of Vauconpy’s chart, in three fheets; of 
that of Mannerrt, and of the laft map of Dr. 
REINEKE. Cape Guarda Fut, has been admitted 
to lie in 12° 45° north Jatitude. 


In the interior of the northern part of Africa, I 
bad no choice. Major Rennezx has re€tified the 
polition of almoft sie place in his laft map, ‘and 
his determinations will remain, fora long time, the 
ftandard. of Bie a te The juftnefs of this 
conclufion, will be readily admitted, on comparing 
the firft map of the northern part of Africa, which 
the ‘aks ii refented in 1793, to the Society for 
making Difcoveries in the Interior of Africa, with 
the new map, which he conftru&ted: for’ Mr. 
Parx’s Travels. That future travellers will throw 
new light on many points, and - that. at prefent 
the beft informed writers determine the fituation 
of particular places very differently, for ainftance, 
that the ftate of Darfur, fhould be placed five 
degrees more foutherly, by Major Renweu, than 
by Mr. Browne, are circumftances rather occa- 
fioned 
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
